Kissinger Asks 
Hanoi To Be Cool

Washington — Secretary of State Henry 


A. Kissinger appealed to North Vietnam 
Tuesday not to storm Saigon by force 
because the United States believed the 
new South Vietnamese government was 
prepared to capitulate. 


At a lengthy news conference, 


Kissinger said a bloody takeover by the 
Communists was now "unnecessary" 
since the Saigon government of Gen. 
Duong Van (Big) Minn was "ready to 
draw the conclusions from the existing 
situation and in fact was formed to cor- 
respond to the demands of the Com- 
munist side." 


Somber and gnm throughout the ses- 


sion at the Executive Office Building, 
next door to the White House, Kissinger 
conveyed the disappointment of the Ford 
Administration with the Communist deci- 
sion Monday to step up military activity 
and make it impossible to carry out the 
evacuation on a normal basis any further. 


Results Limited 


He was pressed for details on the exten- 


sive American effqrt in recent weeks to 
bring about a negotiated cease-fire and 
settlement, an effort that had had only 
limited results at best. 


Kissinger said the effort was not a 


"failure" because the evacuation of more 
than a week was carried out "through in- 
termediaries" that had contacts with 
both Hanoi and the Viet Cong. 


Stongly suggesting that there was at 


least an understanding with the Com- 
munists to let the evacuation proceed 
without opposition, Kissinger said that 
through third parties "we were in a posi- 
tion to put our views and receive 
responses." 


The dynamics of the situation, he said, 


and the "impatience" of North Vietnam 
to "seize power" accelerated events in 
the last day and a half 


Reds Escalate Demands 


He also noted that as the military situa- 


tion improved for them, the Communists 
escalated their demands, at first asking 
only for the resignation of President 
Nguyen Van Thieu, and then the ouster of 
his successors, and the dismantling of the 
South Vietnam military and government 
administration 


"There is no question that the outcome 


in Indochina will have consequences not 
only in Asia but in many other parts of 
the world," the Secretary said. "To deny 
these consequences is to miss the 
possibility of dealing with them." 


"We are determined to manage and to 


progress along the road toward a perma- 
nent peace we have sought, even though 
there is no question there will be con- 
sequences," he said. 


Aid To Hanoi Opposed 


Kissinger said he was opposed to any 


aid to North Vietnam. He said the United 
States would have to wait and see what 
happens in South Vietnam "and whether 
there is going to be a South Vietnam" 
before deciding on aid or diplomatic ties. 


SAIGON (AP) - The Saigon 


government surrendered uncon- 
ditionally to the Viet Cong 
Wednesday morning, ending 30 
years of warfare, and within two 
hours North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong troops began moving 
into the city. 


President Duong Van Minn 


announced the surrender and 
ordered the South Vietnamese 
army to lay down its arms in a 
five-minute broadcast. He spoke 
a few hours after an armada of 
U.S. Marine helicopters com- 
pleted the evacuation of nearly 
900 Americans and thousands of 
South Vietnamese from the 
besieged capital. 


Columns of South Vietnamese 


troops pulled out of their defen- 
sive positions in the city and 
marched to central points to 
turn in their weapons. 


At noon, less than two hours 


after Minh's broadcast, a jeep 
flying the Viet Cong flag drove 
along the .street a block from the 
abandoned U.S. Embassy. The 
eight cheering men in the vehi- 
cle were in civilian clothes but 
carried an assortment of 
weapons including Communist 
AK47 rifles. 


One of the men was sitting on 


the fender holding the flag. He 
beckoned to an American 
newsman and said in English, 
"Go home, go home." 


Half an hour later a truckload 


of North, Vietnamese soldiers in 
green uniforms and helmets 
rolled down the Rue Catinat, the 
city's mam downtown street. 
The red, yellow-starred flag of 
North Vietnam was flying from 
the truck. 


Minh, a retired general and 


neutralist, was named president 
Monday in a desperate and un- 
successful attempt to negotiate a 
peace with the Communist 
leaders. 


In a five-minute radio address, 


Minh said "The Republic of 
Vietnam policy is the policy of 
peace and reconciliation, aimed 
at saving the blood of our peo- 
ple. I ask all servicemen to stop 
firing and stay where you are. I 
also demand that soldiers of the 
Provisionl 
Revolutionary 


Government (Viet Cong) stop 
firing and stay in place. 


"We are here waiting for the 


Provisional 
Revolutionary 


Government, to hand over 
authority in order to stop useless 
blooshed." 


Gen. Npyen Huu Hanh, depu- 


ty chief of staff, then went on the 
air to order all South Viet- 
namese troops to carry out 
Minh's orders. 


Some South Vietnamese of- 


ficers complained that the 
evacuation of Americans had 
caused panic in the military, 
with many top army officers and 
most of the air force fleeing. 


But it had been obvious that 


the capital would fall. More than 
a dozen North Vietnamese-Viet 
Cong divisions were ringing 
Saigon, which was defended by 
less than one division of 
demoralized green troops. 


Associated Press special cor- 


respondent Peter Arnett, 
touring the city, reported ner- 
vous soldiers fired occasionally 
into the air but he saw no dead 
or wounded. Soldiers near the 
radio station at the northeastern 
edge of town said Communist- 
led forces had moved up to the 
Saigon River bridge and were 
poised to enter the city. 


Streets around the abandoned 


U.S. Embassy and ambassador's 
residence were littered with 
papers and broken furniture left 
behind by looters who charged 
in after the Americans left. 


Americans going to assembly 


points for the emergency 
evacuation dodged random shots 
fired by bitter South Vietnamese 
soldiers and fought off desperate 
civilians trying to go with them. 


Officials in Washington 


reported that about 6,500 per- 
sons, including nearly 900 
Americans, had been airlifted to 
U.S. Navy ships in the South 
China Sea during the massive 
evacuation that began shortly 
before noon Tuesday — 11 p.m. 
Monday CDT. 


The choppers picked up the 


evacuees from the roof of the 
fortress-like American Embassy, 
the embassy parking lot, and the 
tops of onetime American 
billets. 


Wednesday morning, 21 hours 


after it had started, the airlift 
ended when a big Marine 
helicopter swooped down onto 
the embassy roof and plucked 
out a number of Marines 
stranded there overnight as the 
rear guard for the evacuation. 
They fired a red smoke grenade 
to guide the CH46 helicopter in 
and as it touched down they 
scrambled aboard and were air- 
bound within four minutes. 
Washington spokesmen said 
there were 11 in the group. 


Hundreds of civilians 


swarmed into the compound and 
onto the roof after the Marines 
had left. On the roof of a nearby 
building that had also served as 
an emergency helipad several 
hundred civilians huddled 
together, hoping there would be 
more choppers to carry them 
away. 


Despite a 24-hour curfew, 


there was moderate traffic in the 
city's streets. There also were 
abandoned U S 
Embassy 


vehicles that had been taken 
over by Vietnamese and driven 
around until they ran out of gas. 


Four American Marines died 


during the final hours of the U.S. 
presence in Vietnam. Two were 
killed in the heavy Tuesday mor- 
ning bombardment of Tan Son 
Nhut airport when a rocket hit 
the compound of the U.S. 
defense attache's office where 
they were on guard. The other 
two died during the evacuation 
when their helicopter plunged 
into the South China Sea. 


One of the last civilians to 


leave was U.S. Ambassador 
Graham Martin, who boarded 
the final regular lift of 19 
helicopters. 


The American evacuation was 


reported orderly, although it was 
delayed several tunes because of 
weather and pilot fatigue. 


In Washington, some con- 


gressional Democrats criticized 
the U.S. evacuation as coming 
too late and unnecessarily 
risking American lives. 


"If there is a number of 


Americans at the very end that 
get trapped or killed, I think 
there will be an investigation," 
said Sen. Frank Church, D- 
Idaho. 


Republican Sen. Barry 


Goldwater said, "I think we all 
have a sense of relief that the 
thing is over, but we should also 
pause for a sense of shame, 
because we could have won that 
war."

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County Board Endorses West Bypass

The Lancaster County Board 


reaffirmed its commitment to 
the currently proposed West 
Bypass route by a 2-1 vote 
Tuesday.

Sierra Club is not backing away 
from its opposition to the route, 
which will take about six acres of 
heavily used and heavily wooded 
Wilderness Park. 


The group will oppose the 


current route in a letter to the 
federal government and will file 
suit if the route is approved at 


the federal level, said Marge 
Schlitt, Wilderness Park chair- 
man, shortly after the board's 
decision. 


Vote Reversed 


With a plea for a concerted 


community effort to extend 
Wilderness Park northward and 
increase natural area parkland in 
the county, Board Chairman Jan 
Gauger reversed her earlier 
stand and voted with Com- 
missioner Bob Colin to retain 
the present West Bypass route.

NU Regents Aid Organization Cause

Suspension of tenure granting by the Universi- 


ty of Nebraska Board of Regents has given the 
American Association of University Professors 
(AAUP) "just the impetus it needs," a UNL 
professor said Tuesday. 


If elected, the AAUP would become the collec- 


tive bargaining agent for UNL faculty members. 


Last Saturday, the regents' academic com- 


mittee swiftly passed a motion to drop any granting 
of tenure due this month. 


The motion also directed Lincoln Chancellor 


James Zumberge to draw up by May a formula by 
which no more than 75% of the UNL faculty would 
be on tenure or guaranteed re-employment after 
seven years. 


4 Resolutions Adopted 


During an emergency Faculty Senate meeting 


Tuesday, attended by close to 500 university faculty 
members, four resolutions were adopted which, in 
effect, slap the regents' hands for their "unwise, ill- 
considered and demoralizing attack on a vital in- 
stitution of academic life." 


But, in what could prove to be an eveit more 


significant move, faculty members gave the Facul- 
ty Participation in University Governance Com- 


mittee the go-ahead to study the development of 
"binding arbitration." 


Prof. Richard Gilbert of the chemical 


engineering department said the AAUP this week 
is conducting a "blitzkrieg" campaign on campus. 
Faculty members are being encouraged to sign 
cards calling for an election to determine if the 
AAUP should represent them. 


'Into Their Hands' 


Gilbert noted that the AAUP "has been around 


for some time" but never before has had such a 
large following. The regents.' action last Saturday 
"played right into their (AAUP) hands," he said. 


Prof. Nels Forde, a history instructor and 


president-elect of the local AAUP group, agreed 
that the move to call for an election is in direct 
response to the "arbitrary" action of the Board of 
Regents. 


Although the AAUP campaign is still in its first 


week, Forde said, "the response seems incredibly 
good." 


As an example, he said that in the "rather con- 


servative" history department at UNL, all but two 
instructors have signed cards. 


"When 95% in one department react like that, 


it shows me something is happening." 


Probably the hardest-hitting of the four 


resolutions passed Tuesday was drawn up by the 
Faculty Liaison Committee. It calls upon the 
regents to indicate "if they prefer the more formal 
and adversary relationships involved in collective 
bargaining with a represenative of an organized 
faculty for a contractual statement of faculty rights 
and responsibilities." 


'Lack Of Confidence' 


The resolution also chastises the regents for 


adopting the tenure resolution "without consulta- 
tion with the faculty." It called the decision "a 
violation of the principle of faculty participation in 
university governance" and "an indication of the 
regents' lack of confidence, trust and respect for 
the faculty." 


Thirdly, the Liaison Committee resolution 


urges the regents to reverse their decision to es- 
tablish a quota for tenured staff members. It also 
requests that the 89 persons from UNL temporarily 
denied tenure last Saturday "be tenured on their 
merits." 


An amended statement from the Academic 


Planning Committee claims the quota system 
would encourage the university to hire large 
numbers of "untenurable" and "mediocre" facul- 
ty. It also asked that any study of tenure policies be 
assigned to Chancellor Zumberge and the faculty. 


natural areas." said Mrs. Gauger 
in a prepared statement. 


"However, I believe that 


protecting one area against any 
encroachment at the expense of 
a cooperative effort that should 
result in the future acquisition of 
many additional areas is un- 
realistic and counter- 
productive." 


In her early months as a com- 


missioner, Mrs. Gauger cast the 
lone dissenting vote when the 
board approve an agreement 
which allowed the West Bypass 
to take Wilderness Park land 
near a northern day camp area 
in exchange for new park land. 


Radial Development 


Mrs. Gauger said her new 


decision, reached last Friday, 
was based on her strong support 
of radial development of the ci- 
ty. 


A proposed alternative bypass 


route, west of the Regional 
Center, would not take the six 
disputed Wilderness Park acres 
but it would inhibit western 
development and create more 
severe problems than the 
current location, she said 
Tuesday afternoon. 


The four-lane bypass would 


branch of U.S. 77 in the vicinity 
of 1st St. and Old Cheney Rd. 
and take two areas along the 
southern and northern tip of the 
long, narrow Wilderness Park.. 


With prepared statements in 


hand and maps outlining the 
bypass route taped to the walls, 
the county commissioners lis- 
tend as bypass proponents and 
opponents again presented their 
cases Tuesday afternoon. 


Petition Presented 


The only new twist was a peti- 


tion against the proposed route 


through Wilderness Park signed 
by 2,080 registered voters. 


It wasn't enough to change the 


decision. Only Commissioner 
Bruce Hamilton voted for the 
resolution he introduced which 
would have prohibited any land 
trade involving the northern por- 
tion of Wilderness Park. 


Just after she cast the deciding 


vote, Chairman Gauger gained 
unanimous board approval for 
extending Wilderness Park 
northward to Haines Creek. 


The board voted to support 


the relocation of Van Dorn St. 
and to work with other groups to 
acquire the land north of the 
current Wilderness Park boun- 
dary. 


Wilderness Park Said 
Not Guarded By Court 


Taking Wilderness Park land 


for the proposed West Bypass 
does not violate any State 
Supreme Court decisions, accor- 
ding to an opinion by the county 
attorney s office. 


The opinion contradicts an 


earlier statement by Lincoln at- 
torney W. E. Haydon that en- 
croachment for any reason into 
dedicated park land, including 
Wilderness Park, is a violation of 
two Supreme Court decisions. 


Haydon, executive director of 


Nebraska Recreation League 
Inc., researched the decisions 
for another park issue but 


applied his findings to 
Wilderness Park. 


The use of land acquired 


through bonds specifically for 
park purposes or land deeded 
exclusively for park purposes 
cannot be changed, according to 
research on Supreme Court 
rulings by Deputy County Atty. 
Michael Heavican. 


Land acquired with general 


fund money or through eminent 
domain can be diverted, he said 
in a letter to County Com- 
missioner Bruce Hamilton. 


Wilderness Park acquisition 


does not fall neatly into any of 
these categories, Heavican said.

Aid To Transportation Tentatively OK'd

A new state aid program for local public 


transportation systems was tentatively authorized 
by the Legislature Tuesday. 


Senators also gave initial 33-1 approval to a $1 


million appropriations rider to institute the 
program in fiscal 1975-76. 


Along with that new appropriation would go an 


estimated 1455,000 in unexpended funds from a 
1974 appropriation of $1 million to subsidize 10-cent 
bus fares for the elderly. 


LB443, tentatively approved on a 28*1 first 


stage floor vote, continues the reduced fare for the 
elderly, adds handicapped persons to that program 
and institutes a new state aid program to help pay 
transportation system operating costs. 


The measure, an Urban Affairs Committee bill 


sponsored by Sen. Steve Fowler of Lincoln, es- 
tablishes a 50% limit on state funding for operating 
costs which exceed operating revenue and are not 
eligible for federal reimbursement. 


The amount of state aid would be determined 


each year by the Legislature.

LB443 also amends current law to provide 


retroactive subsidies for all cities which provided 
10-cent bus fares for the elderly under terms of the 
1974 legislation. 


Due to language in the 1974 act, only Omaha 


.qualified for the assistance. Lincoln is expected to 
be the chief beneficiary of the retroactive reim- 
bursement. 


The 10-cent fare was established last year for 


persons 60 or older. 


The new program requires 10-cent fares (or 


less) for persons 62 or older who are drawing Social 
Security, for all persons 64 or older and for the han- 
dicapped. 


During legislative hearings last year, Sen. 


Frank Lewis of Bellevue noted, elderly persons 
identified tranportation as their major social 
problem. 


The new state aid program would be ad- 


ministered by the Department of Roads. 


Any municipality, county or transit authority 


would be eligible for state assistance if it operates a 
public transportation system. 


Sen. Donald Dworak of Columbus cast the sole 


dissenting vote against advancing the bill. 


Sen. Ralph Kelly of Grand Island cast the lone 


nay vote against first round approval of LB443A, 
the appropriations rider. That measure may need 
30 votes on final reading since it appears to fund a 
new program. 


The Department of Administrative Services 


budget office has estimated that Omaha could be 
eligible for up to $800,000 in funding under the state 
aid formula. Lincoln could be eligible for 1300,000, 
according to the estimate.

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Foreigners Face Rugged Trip 
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By United Press International 
France said Tuesday the Cam- 


bodian Communists had decided 
to expel foreign nationals who 
took refuge in the French em- 
bassy when Phnom Penh fell 
and would make them travel 
about ?00 miles by bus to 
Thailand. 


French Foreign Minister Jean 


Sauvagnargues said in Paris the 
rugged overland trip could en- 
danger the lives of some of the 
610 refugees, who include 26 
foreign correspondents, six of 
whom are American citizens. He 
said they were living in 
"deplorable conditions" in the 
embassy. 


A French military plane has 


been standing by in the Laotian 


capital of Vientiane, ready to fly 
medicine and relief supplies into 
Phnom Penh and evacuate 
refugees on the return flight. 
However, the new Khmer Rouge 
government would not allow the 
plane to fly in. 


In 
Bangkok, 
Pipit 


Virachakarn, head of Thailand's 
Red Cross, said the new in- 
surgent government in Cam- 
bodia had given permission for 
the evacuation of the refugees 
from the French embassy com- 
pound in Phnom Penh. 


He said it was planned for the 


evacuees to be brought to the 
border in five groups of about 
120 persons each. He said the 
refugees would be met by 


medical teams when they 
crossed into Thailand. 


Pipit said the evacuation was 


organized by the International 
Red Cross to provide assistance 
for the refugee*, some of whom 
have been in the embassy com- 
pound in the Cambodian capital 
since the fall of the city to in- 
surgent troops April 17. 


A U.N. spokesman in New 


York said the first group is due 
at the Thai border town of 
Poiphet Wednesday afternoon or 
Thursday morning, according to 
a telephoned report from Gerar- 
dus Teunissen, a Dutch national 
who is acting U.N. represen- 
tative in Bangkok. 


The French government has 


said that 515 of the refugees are 


French and the other 95 of 
various nationalities. 


Conditions at the embassy 


have 
been 
reported 


deteriorating, according to the 
scanty reports that have reached 
the outside world, with a shor- 
tage of food and water and an 
outbreak of dysentery reported 
last weekend. 


Most of the refugees at the 


French embassy were French 
who planned to stay on in 
Phnom Penh under the new 
regime. Others included Red 
Cross and United Nations of- 
ficials and newsmen who 
remained when the United 
States evacuated its last officials 
and others who wished to go 09 
April 12. 


U.S. Tries To Place Viet Refugees 


United Nations, N.Y. - The 


United States is asking other 
governments to accept 
thousands of evacuated Viet- 
namese refugees for resettle- 
ment 


The request to other countries 


is understood to be going to 
governments in Europe. Asia, 
Africa and Latin America but ap- 
parently not to the Middle East, 
according to officials at the 
United Nations who were ad- 
vised of Washington's initiative. 


The U.S. was said to be urging 


that each country take at least 
100 of the evacuated refugees 
and expressing hope that some 
countries would accept many 
more.

sider taking refugees with 
professional training such as 
doctors or teachers.

traditionally take refugees, an- 
ticipate difficulties in placing the 
evacuated Vietnamese. 


U.S. authorities reportedly 


have not received much en- 
couragement from South Asian " 


countries they have approached. 
Moreover, the U.N. is getting 
requests from hundreds of Viet- 
namese who now are in Japan, 
Singapore and elsewhere, con- 
cerned about their status and 
wanting to remain where they 
are. 


Asian countries are unlikely to 


be responsive to a new appeal, 
according to some Asian 
representatives here. One 
remarked that the evacuated 
Vietnamese, having worked for 
Americans, are "American 
clients" and have really no claim 
on others. 


In the view of other represen- 


tatives here, it was unlikely the 


Asian governments would risk 
antagonizing the new regime in 
Phnom Penh or the Vietnamese 
Communists by taking in the 
refugees. 


The Thailand government 


already said it wants the 1,500 
Cambodians living at the United 
States air base there to be out of 
its country within 30 days. 


United Nations and American 


officials privately expressed con- 
cern that a backlash is 
developing against acceptance of 
the Vietnamese and Cambodians 
which they attribute in part to' 
economic concern about un- 
employment but which they also 
say has racial overtones.

Owner, Nof Pet, Control 


Pet control is obviously an issue whose 


time has come. 


City Council members say calls about 


other people's pets rank high on the list of 
complaints they receive from constituents. 
One council member even has included a 
plank on pet control in his re-election plat- 
form. 


The council recently has made changes 


in the city ordinances providing that police 
can ticket owners for 
loose-running 


animals and those otherwise creating a 
nuisance — the howling dog, for example. 


And now the Pet Advisory Committee 


has come up with a plan to be heard by the 
council which is designed to keep the dog 
and cat population under control by hiking 
the registration fee for pets but cutting the 
cost in half for neutered dogs and cats. So 
far, so good. But the committee is also con- 
sidering a proposal by some dog owners 
that the legal number of dogs that can be 
kept in one household in Lincoln be raised 
from four to ten. That is an idea which 
should be quickly discarded. From the 
standpoint of the humane treatment of 
both dogs and neighbors, it is a stupid idea. 
Four dogs are already too many to allow 
per household in the city unless the dogs 
are properly cared for and are not allowed 
to be nuisances. 


But unfortunately, there are not 


enough good pet owners. For some people, 
responsibility for a dog or cat ends the 
minute they are paid for or brought home. 


Those are the people who think the

world ends at their property line and 
nobody else lives in the world. They can be 
lazy, thoughtless, indifferent to the needs 
of their own pets and oblivious or ignorant 
of the rights of their neighbors to privacy 
and peace and a surcease, once in a while, 
from the noise of unattended howling dogs 
and yowling cats and from having to fend 
off animals which are allowed to run at 
will. 


Some people shouldn't be allowed to 


have pets, in our opinion, because they 
turn their property into virtual kennels to 
the detriment of an entire neighborhood — 
but that is an impractical idea of ours and 
we'll have to forget it. 


The pet control idea really is 


somewhat of a farce, although we're happy 
to see the council try to do something 
about it. The ordinances are too hard to en- 
force and complaining to owners or the law 
really does very little good. One always 
hopes to find relief in asking for it from the 
owners of nuisance pets but good will and 
neighborliness really are in very short 
supply among people who are so selfish 
they allow their pets to run amok and howl 
all night. 


The Pet Advisory Committee and the 


City Council can debate plans to control the 
pet population til hell freezes over but they 
can't silence the barking of a dog. And 
there really won't be much of a change in 
the situation unless something is 
miraculously done to alter the practices of 
the slob population. 


The Second 30 Years 


WASHINGTON - When we 


learned about the Thirty Years 
War in school, its origins seemed 
beyond understanding. To go on 
so long, to devastate the center 
of Europe for reasons of 
theology and dynasty — it was 
some 17th Century lunacy. 


Now, toward the end of the 


20th Century, we are finishing a 
thirty years war. That is how 
long the Vietnamese have been 
fighting. And for most of that 
war, and most of the incredible 
suffering that resulted, the 
United States was responsible. 
Will school children in the future 
be able to understand it? Can we 
understand ourselves? If we 
hope to avoid repeating what 
went wrong, we have to try. 


An accident of history played a 


part at the beginning. President 
Roosevelt was determined not to 
let the French resume their 
colonial role in Indochina; but 
he was dead when the French, 
with our acquiesence, marched 
back hi the summer of 1945. Ho 
Chi Minn declared Vietnam in- 
dependent, using Jefferson's 
words. The French attacked his 
Saigon headquarters, bnt Ho es- 
caped. In November, 1946, the 
French bombarded Haiphong, 
killing 6,000 people. The war was 
on.

On May 8, 1950, the U.S. 


government decided to help the 


• French in their Indochina war. 
President Truman and Secretary 
of State Acheson were doubtless 
moved to that decision, in part, 
by the political attack they were 
undergoing for "losing" China to 
the communists. 


By 1954, the United States was 


paying 78% of France's war 
budget On May 8 of that year 
the French were defeated at 
Dien Bien Phu. When they 
decided to pull out, and Ho's 
government was established in 
Hanoi, the United States moved 
if to create and support a 


separate regime in Saigon. Our 
chosen instrument, highly touted 
by American diplomats and jour- 
nalists, was a politician named 
Ngo Dinh Diem. 


How easily it could all have 


been avoided, how often it could 
have been stopped: Those are 
the thoughts that assail us as we 
look back over the years of ig- 
norance and lies and death. 


Ignorance first, because it was 


the foundation of our folly. We 
knew virtually nothing about the 
Vietnamese, their culture or 
their history. Worse yet, we did 
not understand the simplest fact 
of their politics after 1945, which 
was the overwhelming appeal of 
nationalism, of anti-colonialism. 
Ho and the communists un- 
derstood and assumed the 
leadership of the movement. We 
took the losing side.

On top oLjgnorance, presump- 


tion. We presumed to tell the 
South Vietnamese how to order 
their society. We sent over ad- 
visors to build an army aad an 
economy and a government on 
the American model. And when 
the result was not American 
freedom and productivity but 
corruption and tiger cages, we 
tried not to notice. 


And then/obsession. Whatever 


did not work, we doubled. More 
bombs, more defoliants — the 
means became madly dispropor- 
tionate to ends that we would 
not re-examine. And the same in 
politics. For 20 years we 
struggled to maintain a right- 
wing, anti-comrnunist govern- 
ment in Saigon, preventing coali- 
tion, preventing compromise: 
preventing, as we now can see, a 
Vietnamese solution. 


The lessons of it all will 


require books to list and years to 
explore. But a few are plain 


problems. We should not really 
be surprised to discover that our 
perspective is different from 
that of a peasant in Southeast 
Asia. Why should we think that 
American democracy and 
capitalism are what he wants? 
We have come, finally, to realize 
that Chinese communism meets 
China's needs, however little we 
would like it. We ought now to 
accept diversity in general — 
and to stop treating any society's 
choice of a different model as a 
provocation. 


Second, means cannot be 


separated from ends; countries, 
like individuals, must be able to 
justify both. For a generation, 
American leaders lied to the 
public and Congress about Viet- 
nam, telling themselves that it 
would work better that way. But 
unprincipled means corrupted 
our politics as they ravaged In- 
dochina. In the end, correction 
came when our democratic 
process was able to function. 


Third, pride exacts a terrible 


price. For years we refused to 
admit the failure of our dis- 
astrous enterprise in Indochina; 
our politics and diplomats 
and generals were afraid of 
losing face, afraid of being 
blamed for defeat. But when 
President Ford said in New 
Orleans the other night that the 
war was over for Americans, 
what a feeling of reh'ef there was 
— and that feeling would have 
come years ago if someone else 
had been willing to say: enough.

The Second 30 Years 


WASHINGTON - When we 
learned about the Thirty Years 
War in school, its origins seemed 
beyond understanding. To go on 
so long, to devastate the center 
of Europe for reasons of 
theology and dynasty — it was 
some 17th Century lunacy. 
Now, toward the end of the 
20th Century, we are finishing a 
thirty years war. That is how 
long the Vietnamese have been 
fighting. And for most of that 
war, and most of the incredible 
suffering that resulted, the 
United States was responsible. 
Will school children in the future 
be able to understand it? Can we 
understand ourselves? If we 
hope to avoid repeating what 
went wrong, we have to try. 


An accident of history played a 
part at the beginning. President 
Roosevelt was determined not to 
let the French resume their 
colonial role in Indochina; but 
he was dead when the French, 
with our acquiesence, marched 
back in the summer of 1945. Ho 
Chi Minh declared Vietnam in­ 
dependent, using Jefferson’s 
words. The French attacked his 
Saigon headquarters, but Ho es­ 
caped. In November, 1946, the 
French bombarded Haiphong, 
killing 6,000 people. The war was 
on.

On May 8, 1950, the U.S. 
government decided to help the 
French in their Indochina war. 
President Truman and Secretary 
of State Acheson were doubtless 
moved to that decision, in part, 
by the political attack they were 
undergoing for “losing” China to 
the communists. 
By 1954, the United States was 
paying 7 8% of France’s war 
budget. On May 8 of that year 
the French were defeated at 
Dien Bien Phu. When they 
decided to puli out, and Ho’s 
government was established in 
Hanoi, the United States moved 
ir to create and support a 


separate regime in Saigon. Our 
chosen instrument, highly touted 
by American diplomats and jour­ 
nalists, was a politician named 
Ngo Dinh Diem. 
How easily it could all have 
been avoided, how often it could 
have been stopped: Those are 
the thoughts that assail us as we 
look back over the years of ig­ 
norance and lies and death. 
Ignorance first, because it was 
the foundation of our folly. We 
knew virtually nothing about the 
Vietnamese, their culture or 
their history. Worse yet. we did 
not understand the simplest fact 
of their politics after 1945, which 
was the overwhelming appeal of 
nationalism, of anti-colonialism. 
Ho and the communists un­ 
derstood and assumed the 
leadership of the movement. We 
took the losing side.

On top oCignorance, presump­ 
tion. We presumed to tell the 
South Vietnamese how to order 
their society. We sent over ad­ 
visors to build an army and an 
economy and a government on 
the American model. And when 
the result was not American 
freedom and productivity but 
corruption and tiger cages, we 
tried not to notice. 


And then/obsession. Whatever 
did not work, we doubled. More 
bombs, more defoliants — the 
means became madly dispropor­ 
tionate to ends that we would 
not re-examine. And the same in 
politics. For 20 years we 
struggled to maintain a right- 
wing, anti-communist govern­ 
ment in Saigon, preventing coali­ 
tion, preventing compromise: 
preventing, as we now can see, a 
Vietnamese solution. 
The lessons of it all will 
require books to list and years to 
explore. But a few are plain 
enough.

problems. We should not really 
be surprised to discover that our 
perspective is different from 
that of a peasant in Southeast 
Asia. Why should we think that 
Am erican dem ocracy and 
capitalism are what he wants? 
We have come, finally, to realize 
that Chinese communism meets 
China’s needs, however little we 
would like it. We ought now to 
accept diversity in general — 
and to stop treating any society’s 
choice of a different model as a 
provocation.

In 1916 Hattie Plum Williams referred to the prevailing at­ 
titudes concerning the west area of Lincoln in a thesis study of 
the Russian-German. She wrote of this area, commonly called 
Russian Bottoms: “For years the city dumped its garbage into 
the front lawns of the south settlement, and when a protest 
finally arose, it philanthropically transferred its refuse to the 
back yards of the north settlement.” 
Almost 60 years later, the neighborhood still shows the signs 
of neglect and lack of municipal improvement cited by Ms. 
Williams, but in that time rejuvenation of impoverished areas 
has become a major issue. The State Department of Roads has 
provided the answer: tear down these slums to make way for 
the K Street radial arm of the proposed west bypass. 
A massive steel bridge will be laid across the homes and 
businesses in the area of First and G Streets to 10th and K. The 
other residents in the area will be subjected to the effects of not 
only noise and pollution, but lowered property values, as well. 
Other land-owners have successfully delayed and diverted 
the bypass to preserve their homes. This has left the Depart­ 
ment of Roads the option of building the bypass across park 
lands. Hopefully, this, too, will be unsuccessful, but unless the 
residents of this area voice a protest, we will wind up with part 
of that road in our own backyards. 
We urge anyone concerned to call 47 7 -2825, so we can work 
together to voice opposition to this proposed radial. 
Hopefully, through the combined efforts of the groups in­ 
volved, we can convince the Department of Roads that this 
project does not have the support of the citizenry. We can no 
longer sacrifice our lives and our homes to the automobile. By 
further committing ourselves by building more roads, we make 
even more difficult the inevitable transition to mass transit 
systems.

war like Vietnam, the subject to study was not the 
American way but the Communist Vietnamese way. 
T hey were launching the war in their own country. 
T he South Vietnamese instead learned the 
American way to use firepower, blasting at the other 
side with war planes and artillery, effective only so long 
as there were bombs and shells. 
And Saigon also tasted the luxury of the American 
way, with massive quantities of bombs and equipment. 
And this was to end, also. 
One factor that surely sustained the South Viet­ 
namese for long years after the American ground troops 
left was hope that the United States would continue to 
help one way or the other.

First Refugees 
Arrive On Coast

T he first group of South Viet­ 
namese refugees destined for 
temporary homes on military 
bases in California, Arkansas 
and Florida arrived on the West 
Coast from Guam on Friday. 
T housands of other South Viet­ 
namese fled or were evacuated 
from their homeland as the 
exodus from Saigon continued in 
the face of Communist-led at­ 
tacks. 
Senate Minority Leader Hugh

000 South Vietnamese had been 
evacuated by 11 a m. CDT 
T uesday. Other South Viet­ 
namese headed for T hailand, 
Hong Kong and the South China 
Seas in government aircraft they 
appropriated for their flight. 
T he refugees arricmg at Nor­ 
ton Air Force Base and El T oro 
Marine Corps Air Station were 
the first of up to 20,000 who will 
be housed at Camp Pendleton, 
Calif.

The refugees arricing at Nor- 


ton Air Force Base and El Tore 
Marine Corps Air Station were 
the first of up to 20,000 who will 
be housed at Camp Pendleton, 
Calif. Two other military bases 
— EgMn Air Force Base, Fla., 
and Ft. Chafee, Ark. — also are 
prepared for up to 20,000 
refugees each. 


Armed Marine guards sur- 


rounded the inspection area at 
El Toro as the chartered airliner 
carrying about 300 refugees 
touched down in midmoming 
Tuesday. Buses waited to take 
the South Vietnamese to Camp 
Pendleton after they went 
through customs and immigra- 
tion. 


Another group of about 300 


Americans and Vietnamese 
dependents arrived earlier in the 
day at Norton Air Force Base in 
California. 


Most of the refugees have 


been going to Guam, Wake 
Island or the Philippines en 
route to the United States. 


Officials on Guam, working to 


cut the red tape of immigration 
procedures, said more than 3,000 
persons had left for relocation 
centers by Tuesday, but more 
than 25,000 refugees were 
housed in a dozen island camps. 


Military personnel on Wake 


Island, opened to refugees last 
weekend, said the refugees there 
are living in single-family 
homes, in contrast to the tents 
and makeshift barracks on 
Guam. They said flights were 
arriving at two-hour intervals 
and added that the island 
refugee population was expected 
to reach 4,000 by the end of the 
day. 


Many South Vietnamese simp- 


ly fled in any way they could. 
More than 130 South Vietnamese 
planes, including F5 fighter- 
bombers, transports and attack 
planes, arrived at the American- 
run Utapao Ah- Base in Thailand 
carrying about 2,000 Vietnamese 
soldiers and civilians. 


The Pentagon said that Viet- 


namese landed or ditched 18 
helicopters on or near two Navy 
ships, the Blue Ridge and the 
Denver. No casualties were 
reported. 


The Thai Foreign Ministry 


said all South Vietnamese planes 
in Thailand would be returned to 
the "next government in South 
Vietnam," and South Viet- 
namese refugees would be 
allowed to remain hi Thailand 
only 30 days.

County-City Cafeteria Is An Unusual Blend

The County-City Cafeteria, 


ovelooking the city from the 
fourth floor of the County-City 
Building, is an unusual blend of 
private enterprise and public 
service. 


The fast service eatery is 


owned and operated by Dale and 
Ruby Johnson, but the space and 
the large equipment are 


government-owned. 
The 


cafeteria was planned as a con- 
venience for employes and 
visitors to the building. 


For the past five years the 


Johnsons have leased the 
restaurant, where friendly ser- 
vice and good food at reasonable 
prices are traditions. 


Outgoing Couple 


"I believe that you should 


treat people like you want to be 
treated," said Mrs. Johnson. The 
outgoing couple knows most 
customers on a first name basis 
and visits with the regulars as

they come through the line. 


"Sometimes maybe I run off 


my mouth," joked Mrs. John- 
son, who fries up about 5 dozen 
eggs every morning, then 
switches to cash register duty for 
the lunch crowd. 


Under the cash register 


drawer are stashed slips of 
paper, lOU's from hungry 
regulars without money or 
checkbook in hand. 


Veteran 


A veteran of more than a 


dozen years as a night waitress 
and hostess in Lincoln 
restaurants, Mrs. Johnson 
started as an employe in the 
County-City Cafeteria. Seven 
months later she had a chance to 
obtain the lease for the business. 


"I always wanted to get into 


business for myself, but I never 
thought I'd be able to do it," she 
said. 


The cafeteria, open from 7 


a.m. to 4 p.m. weekdays, was 
"just too much for one person to 
manage," so Mrs. Johnson 
planned to hire her husband, 
Dale — he then worked for a 
plumbing outfit — just to see if 
he likea the business. 


Government tax regulations 


made this impossible so the cou- 
ple became a partnership. John- 
son has been frying up fish 
dinners and french fries ever 
since. 


He not only likes the business, 


he's become quite attached to it, 
according to Mrs. Johnson. 


There are no house specialties 


at the County-City Cafeteria — 
"just about everything sells 
well/' said Mrs. Johnson. But 
chili in the cold months, beef 
stew and chicken over hot, 


homemade biscuits are popular 
lunch favorites. 


Regular Clientele 


Since the cafeteria serves a 


regular clientele of employes in 
the building and neighboring 
businesses, the Johnsons try to 
vary the luncheon specials and 
try new recipes. 


In addition there is the regular 


daily fare of hot and cold 
sandwiches, salads, Cokes, 
coffee, pie. 


And because their overhead is 


low — they pay a percentage of 
their monthly income to the city 
and county — they can keep the 
prices reasonable. 


For years, while her children 


were in school, Mrs. Johnson 
worked at night, so that one 
parent could always be home 
with the children. 


Works Together 


Now the couple works 


together, coming in at 6 a.m. to 
open up, overseeing a staff of 7 
employes until after 4p.m., then 
often returning in the evening 
when groups meet in the 
cafeteria. 


Though the business grows 


each year, many people who 
come into the building are not 
aware of the cafeteria unless 
they happen to wander up to the 
fourth floor. 


Sometimes Mrs. Johnson 


wishes the city and county 
fathers had thought ahead to the 
problems inherent in a fourth 
floor restaurant — getting in the 
stock and taking out the garbage. 


But she can also envision the 


disadvantages 
of an easily 


accessible ground floor site. 
"We'd be working ourselves to 
death."

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Fireworks Few 
At School Forum

No educational revelations 
and few substantive dis- 
apeements surfaced Tuesday 
night, as a forum of the six Lin­ 
coln Board of Education can­ 
didates instead allowed about 70 
parents, teachers and some ad­ 
ministrators to pick their brains 
on what kind of board members 
they would be. 
Lincoln voters on May 6 will 
choose three of the school board 
hopefuls to serve four-year, un­ 
salaried terms: Jo Ann Maxey, 
Lu Pansing, Jeffrey Poley, Oscar 
Sandberg, Williamette Shafer 
(the incumbent), and Milan 
Wall. 
Responding to five general 
questions prepared by the 
Fh-escott School PTA, sponsor of 
the forum, all the candidates 
agreed to a need for more 
evaluation of programs and 
better two-way communication 
between the schools and Lin- 
colnites. 
‘Important Issues’ 
On “important issues” to be 
dealt with in the next two years, 
Mrs. Shafer listed evaluation of 
the math program, and im­ 
proved programs for gifted and 
handicapped children. 
Poley stressed a sensitivity to 
changes in strategies from past 
teacher shortages and schools 
choked with students to a trend 
just the opposite, in comprehen­ 
sive community planning. Mrs. 
Maxey said the board must res­ 
pond to serving fewer students, 
closing some buildings and 
adjusting the curriculum for 
better student transition through 
all grades. 
Mrs. Pansing said the board 
must address evaluation of 
math, reading and English 
programs to reinforce basic 
skills, and investigate alter­ 
natives to self-teaching, the open 
classroom and team teaching. 
Wall said that besides evalua­ 
tion, the board must eye careful­ 
ly school taxation, the roles of 
teachers and administrators 
(especially principals), behavior 
problems, school program 
organization, and keep up quali­ 
ty buildings and programs in 
older Lincoln neighborhoods. 
Declining Enrollments 
Sandberg said the board in the 
next two years must deal with 
dechning enrollments and their 
effect on central-city schools, 
evaluation and testing, and 
possible early childhood educa­ 
tion (preschool) programs. 
All the candidates agreed 
parent input is essential to effec­ 
tive operation of the schools, 
stressing that teachers need 
parental support with coopera­ 
tion of building principals. 
On the question of team 
teaching and open classrooms. 


Mrs. Pansing leaned toward 
phasing them out and providing 
more structured classrooms. 
Wall, Mrs. Shafer, Poley and 
Sandberg advocated finding out 
how well the techniques work 
and using the best of them. Mrs. 
Maxey favored continuing the 
methods, 
saying 
open 
classrooms can be just as struc­ 
tured as traditional teaching, if 
conducted properly. 
The candidates all favored 
continuing joint parent-school 
committees and school access 
for complaints about racism, 
sexism and discrimination in 
textbooks, as well as continuing 
the district affirmative action 
program. 
Due Process 
And they all agreed that rights 
of teachers and students should 
be protected through due 
process. Mrs. Shafer placed part 
of the blame for problems on the 
courts, which “ have truly 
deterred us on discipline.” Mrs. 
Maxey disagreed, saying, “We as 
parents have lacked in our 
responsibility to teach our 
children” discipline, which 
should “start at home.” 
The candidates all supported 
the board establishing guideUnes 
agreed to by students, teachers, 
and parents to insure a fair 
shake in guaranteeing rights. 
In questions from the 
audience, the major concerns 
were getting information on 
board meetings to the communi­ 
ty, more conference time to tell 
parents about students’ develop­ 
ment; board members’ commit­ 
ment to their job, and making 
schools more available for com­ 
munity use. The candidates 
responded predictably. 
Opinion Divided 
On the issue of teachers being 
granted sick leave during mater­ 
nity leave, now apparently 
headed for the courts, Poley, 
Mrs. Maxey and Mrs. Pansing 
said the benefit should be 
granted. Wall gave qualified sup­ 
port, while Sandberg and Mrs. 
Shafer said the board should 
abide by the eventual court 
ruling. 
W all and Mrs, Maxey 
proposed offering free school 
privileges to resident and non­ 
resident students, but Mrs. 
Shafer advocated limited free 
tuition to protect Lincoln 
taxpayers. 
The candidates also favored 
limited student roles in setting 
school rules and teacher 
evaluations. Solutions offered to 
curb drug use, absenteeism and 
dropouts generally centered on 
hiring more counselors, with 
schools, parents and community 
agencies working together. Wall, 
Mrs. Maxey, Mrs. Shafer and 
Sandberg were most vocal in 
their stances. 


Study Nears Completion 
On County-City Building 
A long-awaited study of the 
County-City Building space 
utilization may be completed by 
mid-summer. 
For the past six months city 
and county officials have stalled 
off departmental requests for 
more space with: “After the 
space study, we’ll decide what to 
do.” And the space study had to 
wait until the two governments 
formed a new Building Commis­ 
sion. 
At their second meeting this 
Building Commission heard 
study proposals from three local 
firms, and after a few minutes of 
discussion voted to hire 
Greathouse-Flanders Associates 
of Lincoln for the building space 
study. 
“We may not make the right 
decisions, but at least we’re get­ 
ting something done,” said City 
Councilman Bob Sikyta, a com­ 
mission member. 
The report on current space 
use, actual needs of each depart­ 
ment and any need for an addi­ 
tion to the current building is ^- 
timated to cost about $15,500 
and may be completed within 6 
to 8 weeks. 
Only Sikyta, who felt that

Bellevue Teens 
Charged With 
Embezzlement 
Bellevue (AP) — Two 18-year- 
olds from Bellevue, charged in a 
refund-slip embezzlement from 
a department store, were free on 
$5,000 bonds each Tuesday. 
Accused of embezzlement 
from the J. C. Penney store at an 
Omaha shopping center were 
William D. Thompson and 
Karen I. Jarvis, a former 
employe of the store. 
Sarpy County Sheriff Pat 
Thomas’ office said that 
between September of 1974 and 
February of 1975 between $6,500 
and $10,000 was embezzled from 
the store. 
False refunds in amounts 
ranging from $30 to $50 were 
made out, recorded and the 
monetary amount removed, 
deputies said.

Washington (UPI) — Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield are urging 
local braijjches to provide health 
insurance coverage to orphans 
from Vietnam even if they have 
not yet been legally adopted. 


Coverage for hospital and doc­ 
tor bills would be provided as 
soon as the children enter the 
home of a subscriber family, and 
without additional charge. Most 
local branches already are 
providing such coverage, a Blue 
Cross official said. 


Officials of the companies es­ 
timate that the coverage would 
be extended immediately to 
about 1,700 Vietnamese children 
and to hundreds more expected 
to enter the country. 


Cengas Asks 
NNG Rate Hike 
Be Suspended 


Cengas said Tuesday it has 
asked the Federal Power Com­ 
mission to suspend for five 
months a $69.3 million rate in­ 
crease by Northern Natural Gas. 
C. L. Wilcox, Lincoln division 
manager for Cengas, said the 
proposed increase would result 
in roughly an extra $1.85 per 
month on the average residential 
customer’s bill. 
Northern wants the increase 
to become effective May 27. The 
five-month delay is the 
maximum allowed by federal 
law and would make the new 
rates effective Oct. 27. 
The

covers 
Northern’s territory in the upper 
Midwest, including Lincoln and

other communities in 
Nebraska and South Dakota. 


Suit Filed 
To Challenge 
AD C Policy 


A policy reversal making un­ 
born children inehgible for aid 
to dependent children (ADC) 
payments has been challenged in 
Lancaster District Court. 
The State Department of 
Welfare has decided to make un­ 
born children ineligible for ADC 
beginning Friday on the basis of 
a U.S. Supreme Court ruling 
giving each state the option of 
giving or refusing unborn 
children from the aid. 
The suit was filed by Sandra 
K. Pomajzl of Lincob. She asks 
that the suit be made a class ac­ 
tion, in which a ruling would 
apply to all women who find 
themselves in a similar situation. 
According to the suit. Miss 
Pomajzl is unemployed, un­ 
married and has no other 
children. She has been receiving 
$175 monthly since her pregnan­ 
cy was diagnosed in December, 
1974. 
The suit claims that the state 
failed to comply with state law 
in not filing copies of the new 
policy with the proper state of­ 
ficials. 
The suit also argues that the 
prenatal care of babies is being 
jeopardized by the ruling and 
asks that the rule change be 
declared null and void.

Teacher Contract Items Traded 
Mrs. Croft Wins '75 Biart Award 
The award is presented an- 


In a session of give-and-take 
Tuesday, negotiators for 1975-76 
Lincoln teacher contracts traded 
off items that were barring a 
speedy settlement, leaving only 
insurance benefits and the salary 
increase issue on the bargaining 
table. 
The Lincoln Board of Educa­ 
tion team opened the sixth 
round of talks with a proposal 
for a 10.06% or $1.68 million 
overall increase in salaries ($1,- 
458,228) and fringe benerits 
($222,493). 
That offer is up only slightly 
from the board’s last proposal of 
9.9% overall, including on 8.6% 
average salary boost, and 
represents another $15 conces­ 
sion for beginning teacher pay, 
to $8,340. Current base pay is $7,- 
825. 
The 
Lincoln Education 
Association (LEA) team im­ 
mediately countered with a de­ 
mand for 11.15% more salary 
dollars overall, and a 1.2% in­ 
crease in fringe benefits, for a 
12.35% package. 
That 
counterproposal 


represents a drop from the last 
LEA demand of 12.51% overall, 
including an 11.43% increase in 
salaries. The new 11.15% salary 
demand is also based on con­ 
tinuation of the current pay 
schedule, a departure from the 
LEA’S sought-after “ masters 
degree index” salary schedule 
which would’ve calculated raises 
from the middle. 
The parley over non-salary 
negotiations items began when 
LEA Executive Director Robert 
F. Peterson said the teacher 
team would yield its demands 
for six separate proposals, if the 
board team would drop its plans 
for hourly summer school pay, 
building staffs’ deviation from 
the pay schedule, and would 
trigger the early retirement op­ 
tion this spring instead of July 
1976. 
In return, Peterson said, the 
LEA would agree to a $200 early 
retirement incentive for 
teachers aged 62-64 (instead of a 
graduated amount beginning at 
$300), and would drop its 
demands for paycheck options. 


no district notification of 
tutoring for a fee, a sick leave 
bank, new categories in extradu­ 
ty pay, and professional and 
summer school leaves. 
After a half-hour caucus, the 
board team agreed in principle 
to all the trade-offs, but called 
off further negotiations in the 
Tuesday session to enable salary 
proposal calculations and a 
rewrite of the other items for 
reconsideration in another round 
set Thursday.

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Fireworks Few 
Af School Forum 


By DICK HOLMAN

No educational revelations 


and few substantive dis- 
agreements surfaced Tuesday 
night, as a forum of the six Lin- 
coln Board of Education can- 
didates instead allowed about 70 
parents, teachers and some ad- 
ministrators to pick their brains 
on what kind of board members 
they would be. 


Lincoln voters on May 6 will 


choose three of the school board 
hopefuls to serve four-year, un- 
salaried terms: Jo Ann Maxey, 
Lu Pansing, Jeffrey Poley, Oscar 
Sandberg, Williamette Shafer 
(the incumbent), and Milan 
Wall. 


Responding to five general 


questions prepared by the 
Prescott School PTA, sponsor of 
the forum, all the candidates 
agreed to a need for more 
evaluation of programs and 
better two-way communication 
between the schools and Ldn- 
colnites. 


'Important Issues' 


On "important issues" to be 


dealt with in the next two years, 
Mrs. Shafer listed evaluation of 
the math program, and im- 
proved programs for gifted and 
handicapped children. 


Poley stressed a sensitivity to 


changes in strategies from past 
teacher shortages and schools 
choked with students to a trend 
just the opposite, in comprehen- 
sive community planning. Mrs. 
Maxey said the board must res- 
pond to serving fewer students, 
closing some buildings and 
adjusting the curriculum for 
better student transition through 
all grades. 


Mrs. Pansing said the board 


must address evaluation of 
math, reading and English 
programs to reinforce basic 
skills, and investigate alter- 
natives to self-teaching, the open 
classroom and team teaching. 


Wall said that besides evalua- 


tion, the board must eye careful- 
ly school taxation, the roles of 
teachers and administrators 
(especially principals), behavior 
problems, school program 
organization, and keep up quali- 
ty buildings and programs in 
older Lincoln neighborhoods. 


Declining Enrollments 


Sandberg said the board in the 


next two years must deal with 
declining enrollments and their 
effect on central-city schools, 
evaluation and testing, and 
possible early childhood educa- 
tion (preschool) programs. 


All the candidates agreed 


parent input is essential to effec- 
tive operation of the schools, 
stressing that teachers need 
parental support with coopera- 
tion of building principals. 


On the question of team 


teaching and open classrooms, 


Mrs. Pansing leaned toward 
phasing them out and providing 
more structured classrooms. 
Wall, Mrs. Shafer, Poley and 
Sandberg advocated finding out 
how well the techniques work 
and using the best of them. Mrs. 
Maxey favored continuing the 
methods, 
saying 
open 


classrooms can be just as struc- 
tured as traditional teaching, if 
conducted properly. 


The candidates all favored 


continuing joint parent-school 
committees and school access 
for complaints about racism, 
sexism and discrimination in 
textbooks, as well as continuing 
the district affirmative action 
program. 


Due Process 


And they all agreed that rights 


of teachers and students should 
be protected through due 
process. Mrs. Shafer placed part 
of the blame for problems on the 
courts, which "have truly 
deterred us on discipline." Mrs. 
Maxey disagreed, saying, "We as 
parents have lacked in our 
responsibility to teach our 
children" discipline, which 
should "start at home." 


The candidates all supported 


the board establishing guidelines 
agreed to by students, teachers, 
and parents to insure a fair 
shake in guaranteeing rights. 


In questions from the 


audience, the major concerns 
were getting information on 
board meetings to the communi- 
ty, more conference time to tell 
parents about students' develop- 
ment; board members' commit- 
ment to their job, and making 
schools more available for com- 
munity use. The candidates 
responded predictably. 


Opinion Divided 


On the issue of teachers being 


granted sick leave during mater- 
nity leave, now apparently 
headed for the courts, Poley, 
Mrs. Maxey and Mrs. Pansing 
said the benefit should be 
granted. Wall gave qualified sup- 
port, while Sandberg and Mrs. 
Shafer said the board should 
abide by the eventual court 
ruling. 


Wall and Mrs. Maxey 


proposed offering free school 
privileges to resident and non- 
resident students, but Mrs. 
Shafer advocated limited free 
tuition to protect Lincoln 
taxpayers. 


The candidates also favored 


limited student roles in setting 
school rules and teacher 
evaluations. Solutions offered to 
curb drug use, absenteeism and 
dropouts generally centered on 
hiring more counselors, with 
schools, parents and community 
agencies working together. Wall, 
Mrs. Maxey, Mrs. Shafer and 
Sandberg were most vocal in 
their stances. 


Study Nears Completion 
On County-City Building 


A long-awaited study of the 


County-City Building space 
utilization may be completed by 
mid-summer. 


For the past six months city 


and county officials have stalled 
off departmental requests for 
more space with: "After the 
space study, we'll decide what to 
do." And the space study had to 
wait until the two governments 
formed a new Building Commis- 
sion. 


At their second meeting this 


Building Commission heard 
study proposals from three local 
firms, and after a few minutes of 
discussion voted to hire 
Greathouse-Flanders Associates 
of Lincoln for the building space 
study. 


"We may not make the right 


decisions, but at least we're get- 
ting something done," said City 
Councilman Bob Sikyta, a com- 
mission member. 


The report on current space 


use, actual needs of each depart- 
ment and any need for an addi- 
tion to the current building is es- 
timated to cost about $15,500 
and may be completed within 6 
to 8 weeks. 


Only Sikyta, who felt that

Suit Filed 
To Challenge 
ADC Policy 


A policy reversal making un- 


born children ineligible for aid 
to dependent children (ADC) 
payments has been challenged in 
Lancaster District Court. 


The State Department of 


Welfare has decided to make un- 
born children ineligible for ADC 
beginning Friday on the basis of 
a U.S. Supreme Court ruling 
giving each state the option of 
giving or refusing unborn 
children from the aid. 


The suit was filed by Sandra 


K. Pomajzl of Lincoln. She asks 
that the suit be made a class ac- 
tion, in which a ruling would 
apply to all women who find 
themselves in a similar situation. 


According to the suit, Miss 


Pomajzl is unemployed, un- 
married and has no other 
children. She has been receiving 
$175 monthly since her pregnan- 
cy was diagnosed in December, 
1974. 


The suit claims that the state 


failed to comply with state law 
in not filing copies of the new 
policy with the proper state of- 
ficials. 


The suit also argues that the 


prenatal care of babies is being 
jeopardized by the ruling and 
asks that the rule change be 
declared null and void.

Teacher Contract Items Traded 


In a session of give-and-take 


Tuesday, negotiators for 1975-76 
Lincoln teacher contracts traded 
off items that were barring a 
speedy settlement, leaving only 
insurance benefits and the salary 
increase issue on the bargaining 
table. 


The Lincoln Board of Educa- 


tion team opened the sixth 
round of talks with a proposal 
for a 10.06% or $1.68 million 
overall increase in salaries ($1,- 
458,228) and fringe benefits 
($222,493). 


That offer is up only slightly 


from the board's last proposal of 
9.9% overall, including on 8.6% 
average salary boost, and 
represents another $15 conces- 
sion for beginning teacher pay, 
to $8,340. Current base pay is $7,- 
825. 


The Lincoln Education 


Association (LEA) team im- 
mediately countered with a de- 
mand for 11.15% more salary 
dollars overall, and a 1.2% in- 
crease in fringe benefits, for a 
12.35% package. 


That 
counterproposal 


represents a drop from the last 
LEA demand of 12.51% overall, 
including an 11.43% increase in 
salaries. The new 11.15% salary 
demand is also based on con- 
tinuation of the current pay 
schedule, a departure from the 
LEA's sought-after "masters 
degree index" salary schedule 
which would've calculated raises 
from the middle. 


The parley over non-salary 


negotiations items began when 
LEA Executive Director Robert 
F. Peterson said the teacher 
team would yield its demands 
for six separate proposals, if the 
board team would drop its plans 
for hourly summer school pay, 
building staffs' deviation from 
the pay schedule, and would 
trigger the early retirement op- 
tion this spring instead of July 
1976. 


In return, Peterson said, the 


LEA would agree to a $200 early 
retirement incentive for 
teachers aged 62-64 (instead of a 
graduated amount beginning at 
$300), and would drop its 
demands for paycheck options, 


no district notification of 
tutoring for a fee, a sick leave 
bank, new categories in estrauu- 
ty pay, and professional and 
summer school leaves. 


After a half-hour caucus, the 


board team agreed in principle 
to all the trade-offs, but called 
off further negotiations in the 
Tuesday session to enable salary 
proposal calculations and a 
rewrite of the other items for 
reconsideration in another round 
set Thursday. 


The board team noted that to 


grant the early retirement option 
this spring will require a check 
of financial procedures, since 
the 1975-76 contract benefit 
would be offered in three 
months of the 1974-75 school 
year, under a contract 
negotiated last year. 


The LEA, in its Tuesday 


counterproposal, would also 
modify insurance benefits to 
allow $40 monthly for persons at 
the top of the pay schedule, with 
the amount available for in- 
surance premium payment or 
for salary.

Oof Hulls May Someday Become Boat Hulls 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: Plastic 


products play a big part in the 
life of the American consumer. 
The high price of petroleum 
from which many pasties are 
made has led to a search for sub- 
stitute sources of raw material 
Jane S. Shaw reports from the 
Chicago bureau of McGraw-Hill 
World News.)

Chicago — One of these days, 


your favorite fishing boat may be 
made from oat hulls. 


Already, fiberglass-reinforced 


pipes and tanks are being made 
of plastic which started out as 
agricultural by-products-oat 


hulls, corn cobs, rice hulls, and 
cottonseed hulls. Hulls, or husks, 
are the dry outer coverings of 
grains, nuts or seeds. Not sur- 
prisingly, the company that 
makes such plastic is Quaker 
Oats, the large Chicago-based 
cereal processor. Right now, 
plastic resin represents a tiny 
amount of the company's 
production — only a small por- 
tion of the output of its 
chemicals division — but there 
could be lots of growth in the 
years ahead. 


Today, almost all plastic 


products are derived from 
petroleum sources — natural 
gas, natural gas liquids, or crude 


oil. These petroleum feedstocks 
contain hydrogen and carbon 
compounds which are refined 
and processed, eventually to 
create the polystyrene dishes 
and cups at your breakfast table, 
the polyurethane foam in your 
comfortable upholstered fur- 
niture, the polyethylene film you 
use for your garbage bags — and 
much, much more. 


Other Sources 


Besides oil and gas, other 


sources of hydrocarbon com- 
pounds are found in agricultural 
and forest products. But they are 
much more difficult and expen- 
sive to ferret out. So only 
mavericks like Quaker Oats 


Company have, until now, been 
making chemicals and plastics 
from such feedstocks. 


For Quaker, it all started in 


the 1920's, as a chemist tried to 
figure out what to do with the 
mounting stockpile of discarded 
oat hulls. He burrowed away in 
his laboratory until he dis- 
covered that a chemical called 
furfural could be made from oat 
hulls. While furfural was usable, 
it didn't create a revolution. The 
output of oat hulls from a single 
day of operations at the Quaker 
Oats plant in Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa, supplied enough furfural 
for the world's annual demand.

World War U, when the U.S. 
supply of rubber was cut off and 
its synthetic rubber industry 
began to develop. Furfural was 
discovered to be an excellent sol- 
vent in the creation of 
butadiene, the basic ingredient 
of synthetic rubber. And with 
that impetus, the market for fur- 
fural and its derivatives began to 
grow. 


Plastic Resin 


One derivative is Quacorr, a 


plastic resin, which when rein- 
forced with fiberglass, supplies 
excellent resistance to acids and 
solvents. 


While Quacorr's applications 


will probably be industrial for 


the most part, (that fishing boat 
would have to be black if it were 
made of Quacorr, and it might 
not be resilient enough to be 
popular) there's little doubt that 
down the road, more and more 
plastics will come from 
vegetable products. Andrew P. 
Dunlop, the director of research 
at Quaker Chemicals, says, "As 
time goes on, as fixed natural 
resources are consumed, there 
will be an increased reliance on 
annually 
replenishable 


materials." 


What has held back the full 


expansion 
of 
these 


developments, Dunlop explains, 


has been "economic reality." 
Until recently, petroleum 
feedstocks have been relatively 
cheap, an economically satisfac- 
tory raw material. But as the 
price of petroleum goes up, 
Dunlop says, "We're likely to 
witness many significant 
developments."

Help Sought For Dryness In Nose

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am 


bothered with dryness in toe 
nose. A specialist prescribed an 
ointment hut I still have an oc- 
casional nose bleed. 


I found that petroleum jelly 


has helped but how can I get 
more of it farther up the nose 
where the dryness really occurs? 
The doctor said not to use Q- 
Tips. 


Is there some form of liquid or 


drops I can use? I also have a 
stinky smell that stays in my 
nose. Would this be sinus 
trouble?—D.H. 


This dryness is called atrophic 


rhinitis. The surface cells in the 
nasal passages shrivel, normal 
secretions are reduced, crusts 
form, and you are experiencing 
the annoying results. 


Mild ointments (as you know) 


help Or petroleum jelly. But 
when you ask about a liquid (say, 
mineral oil) to get it higher in 
the nose, I have to say no. Your 
doctor has indicated that he 
didn't want you to get it higher 
in the nose and he had a good 
reason. Inserted too far, oily 
drops can descend into the lungs 
and do damage there. 


The crusts that form break off 


and cause the bleeding you men- 
tion. The "stinky smell" 
develops from crusts, mucus or 
other material in the nose. The 
condition is called ozena 


There are things that can give 


you further relief. For one, 
check with your doctor about the 
use of nasal irrigations. And in 
some cases (women, that is) the 
use of estrogen, or female hor- 
mone, minimizes the dryness 
and the troubles that go with it. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I had der- 


mabrasion approximately eight 


months ago. I was told at the 
time by my doctor that I 
shouldn't get in the sun for at 
least six month», but after that a 
little at a time wouldn't hurt. 


I have been out in the sun a lit- 


tle and the area that was scraped 
will not tan. Is this normal? To 
me it looks like scar tissue. I 
have even used tanning cream 
which is supposed to tan with or 
without the sun. That doesn't 
work either. It just won't soak 
in. The area is white and slick- 
looking. Will the area eventually 
tan? There is a distinct line 
where the dermabrasion area 
stops.—Mrs. G.H. 


It could be that the layer of 


skin containing melanocytes — 
the cells that are responsible for 
tanning — was affected. It would 
depend on how deep the der- 
mabrasion went, and you give 
me no indication of what its pur- 
pose was. 


The white, slick-looking tissue 


is scar formation and may never 
tan again if the pigment layer 
was affected. That's about all 
the "maybes" I can offer, but I 
do suggest that you return to the 
doctor who treated you. 
Knowing just what was done, 
and seeing you, he will be in the 
best position to tell you what if 
anything can be done to get you 
tan again. Lacking that, he can 
advise on special cosmetics so 
you won't have that distinct line 
showing. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My 7Vz- 


year-old grandson suffers from 
enlarged adenoids and tonsils. 


Some specialists have advised 


against surgery because his up- 
per palate has an unusual shape 
which would make surgery dif- 
ficult. 


Other specialists encourage 


surgery because the danger may 
become great. The child is 
developing continuous ear infec- 
tions and is becoming hard of 
hearing. He cannot breathe 
through the mouth at all. 


The child is receiving doses of 


medicine to dry up the adenoids. 


I am very perturbed, and 


would appreciate 
your 


opinion.-Mrs. H.A.N. 


While removal of tonsils and 


adenoids is approached more 
conservatively than it was years 
ago, I believe that in the case of 
your grandson you have major 
reasons to go along with the 
specialists urging removal. One 
has to assume that they, too, 
realize any difficulties posed sur- 
gically by your grandson's 
peculiar palate problem. 


Ear infection and obstruction 


of breathing to the degree you 
mention are prime indications 
for such surgery. 


Tonsils and adenoids to tend 


to shrink with time, but I am not 
familiar with any medication 
that hastens this process. 
Allowing the shrinking process 
to occur naturally might be too 
great a risk. By that time the ear 
infection and the breathing 
obstruction could cause damage 
that would be irreparable. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My hus- 


band has esophogeal varices. We 
have found out what that is, but 
the doctor won't tell us if 
anything can be done for it, or 
what. Can anything be done to 
prevent fatal bleeding which I 
understand could happen at any 
time?—C.E.M. 


Esophageal varices is another 


way of saying varicose veins in 
the lower esophagus or gullet. 
They can develop as a complica-

Chadron (AP) - A forest fire 
that blackened nearly 3,600 acres 
south of here in July 1973 has 
resulted in a claim against the 
state for $8 5,91 3. 
The claim was filed by the 
U.S. Forest Service for expenses 
it says were incurred fighting the 
flames. 


The claim was sent to the state 
more than a year ago, but has 
bounced back and forth between 
state and federal officials for 
lack of determination as to who 
is responsible for the expenses. 


The Forest Service claims the 
charges are for men, airplanes 
and chemicals used to fight the 
stubborn Deadhorse Fire, which 
broke out July 6, and burned for 
two days. 


The fire destroyed timberland 
controlled by the Forest Service 
and several hundred acres of 
timber in the Chadron State 
Park. 


The Forest Service, Nebraska 
National Guard, Civil Defense 
a n d volunteer firefighters 
fought the flames. 


A spokesman for the Forest 
Service said the service is happy 
with the working agreements it 
has with local volunteer fire 
departments, and does not want 
to jeopardize the arrangement. 


However, the Forest Service 
office in Denver notes that fed­ 
eral disaster funds cannot be 
used to pay the bill because a 


disaster declaration was never 
issued. 
On the other side of the issue, 
Civil Defense officials say a dis­ 
aster was declared. 
The matter is now being stud­ 
ies by the State Claims Board.

When summer is gone and the dark 
days of winter are here again, the joys 
of having home grown fruits and 
vegetables on your table need not 
disappear. You can enjoy varieties not 
available on the market in winter time 
and many family favorites not available 
any time except at home There are 
three basic ways to enjoy summer 
eating goodness all year 'round • store 
fruits and vegetables in the time- 
honored root cellar, home canning, 
and more modern ways of freezing 
them. Each method is good and meets 
the needs of some Each has a few 
"must-do" procedures. 


If kept under the proper conditions, 
vegetables will retain their garden 
freshness in cellar or outdoor storage, 
but 
do require 
some 
special 


conditions; 1. Must have complete 
darkness. 2. Require a temperature of 
about 32 degrees. 3. fsieed a high 
humidity (around 85%). 4. Need good 
ventilation and. 5. Protection from 
animals. 
Almost any vegetable can be 
successfully 
frozen 
- 
general 


exceptions 
are those 
vegetables 


usually eaten raw do not freeze well. 
Some varieties freeze better than 
others so be sure to check this before 
starting. 


Home canning is not difficult - but 
certain rules must be followed to 
insure a safe product. There are two 
basic methods of canning, the boiling 
water bath and the steam pressure 
canner. In both cases the foods are 
heated to a temperature at which the 
organisms which are apt to cause 
spoilage are destroyed. The boiling 
water bath can be used for some fruits 
and pickled vegetables 
but 
the 


pressure canner is required for meats 
and most all vegetables. 


There are two methods for packing 
produce for canning, the raw or cold 
pack and the hot pack. The essential 
difference is that raw method, fruits 
and 
vegetables 
are 
packed, 


uncooked, in clean, sterile jars and in 
hot pack they are 
precooked. 


Generally, the method used depends 
on personal preference However, hot 
pack allows a tighter pack. In both 
methods, the vegetables and fruits are 
sealed and finally cooked in the jars. 


Just as our tastes for available foods 
changes 
over 
the 
years, the 


knowledge about the safe ways to 
preserve and store foods at home has 
changed Be sure you check for the 
latest suggested methods to insure a 
safe, healthful product for your family 
It really is not hard and can save you 
money. Check with your local 
extension Home Economist or I'll be 
glad to help you with methods. 
recipes and instructions Now is the 
time to get your supplies ready so 
when the fruits and vegetables are at 
their prime, you are all set —

ask athletic business manager 
Bill Fisher to begin assembling 
the cost figures on the bowl trip. 
“You can cut down on bowl 
expenses,” Devaney explained as 
he mentioned that members of 
the Board of Regents, team 
members’ wives and coaches’ 
wives are among the ones given 
free trips. 
“You could take nobody but 
the players and coaches, but that 
would leave the wives at home 
during Christmas vacation time,” 
he pointed out. “ There would be 
no point in playing in a bowl. 
“A bowl game is a reward for a 
good season. The players and 
coaches do a lot of extra work to 
supply entertainment for the peo* 
pie of Nebraska.”

What the Comhuskers spend on 
a bowl trip is regulated by a 
budget set up by the Big Eight 
Conference. It was estimated 
before the Sugar Bowl game last 
December that the cost of the 
trip would be $204,295, or an 
average of $452 a person. 
The trip included five ad­ 
ministrators, 10 fulltime coaches, 
11 graduate assistant coaches, a 
five-man medical group, two 
equipment managers, 20 players’ 
wives, 30 staff members’ wives 
and 28 staff members’ children 
who were living at home. 
In addition to 97 players, the 
202-member NU band went by 
bus and stayed in dormitories at 
Loyola University at a cost of 
about $50,000. 


Devaney also would like to get 
into discussions with legislators 
on the projected management of 
the new Field House regarding 
what they want to achieve in out­ 
side income through promotions. 


“ We must decide how much 
competition they want us to give 
Ak-Sar-Ben and the Civic 
Auditorium in Omaha and 
Pershing Auditorium in Lin­ 
coln,” Devaney said. “If they 
want us to go all out we can 
probably generate more money. 
Maybe they’ll want us to take the 
types of entertainment the other 
facilities couldn’t handle. The 
Legislature must determine 
this.” 


Projected loss figures compiled 
by the athletic department show 
a figure of over $86,000 as 
probable for this year even 
without the added cost of main­ 


taining the Field House, which is 
estimated to be around $500,000 
for a full year’s operation. 
The Appropriations Committee 
has made a tentative decision to 
pay out $200,000 for maintenance 
from the state general fund, 
which probably will be enough 
unless the facility is completed 
ahead of the projected date. 
“If it’s opened sooner than that 
and $200,000 won’t be enough 
we’ll have to seek additional 
funds,” Devaney said. He in­ 
dicated the university would try 
to wait at least until basketball 
season to open it. 
No decision has been made on 
basketball ticket prices, and 
Devaney said there will be dis­ 
cussions on both basketball and 
football tickets. An increase, 
however, would not generate 
enough income to relieve the 
projected deficit.

“Senator (Richard) Marvel has 
appointed a two-man committee 
to go over our income and 
expenses,” 
Devaney said 
Tuesday. “I will sit down with 
them and will go into as much 
detail as necessary.” 


The Appropriations Com­ 
mittee's subcommittee of 
Senators Harold Simpson of Lin­ 
coln and Robert Clark of Sidney 
also will go into policies regar­ 
ding free tickets to home games 
as well as free trips to bowl 
games. 
“ We can give them this infor­ 
mation all right,” Devaney said 
as he picked up the telephone to 


Regarding free tickets, the sub­ 
committee members have said 
they’ll look into that, even those 
free one state senators receive. 
Devaney reminded that the un­ 
iversity administration deter­ 
mines policy. 
“We re stiil just a part of the 
university educational program,” 
he said. “We’re governed by the 
University, our finances are 
audited by the university and the 
state, too. We re not a separate 
entity. We’re no different in our 
operation than the law college or 
the library.”

Pappa Hans, 90-1, Wins Inaugural

Omaha — There was never really 
any doubt that Pappa Hans could run. 
“We all knew he could run a little, 
but the real question was how fast,” 
noted Mrs. Earlene Gardes, whose 
husband, Jack, owns the 3-year-old 
colt. “They all can run, but, boy, we 
were ever surprised with his run 
today.” 


How fast could Pappa Hans run? 
Well, his 1:051-5 clocking over the 5V2 
furlongs of Tuesday’s Ak-Sar-Ben’s 
Inaugural Purse was good enough to 
stop 12 other sophomores as the 
Omaha track opened its 56-day 
meeting. 


Why the surprise? The opening-day 
throng of 15,258 sent Pappa Hans off 
at better than 90-1 in the mutuel pools. 
But he looked like a 1-5 favorite when 
he hung on for a nose victory over 
E C. Cashman’s Red Drifter. 


“ We really thought 5V2 was a little 
short for him today because of the 
length of the stretch here (990 feet),” 
she said. “I think he can go long. He 
won the Marion H. Van Berg stakes 
last year in Columbus over 6V2 
furlongs. 


“ This has to be the biggest win 
we’ve ever had,” she added. “We’ve 
been in the business for eight years 
and we have four horses here. But this 
has to be the most prestigious win 
ever.” 


It certainly was just that for the 
family that farms near Bancroft. But, 
as usual at Ak-Sar-Ben, it was the 
prestige and power of the Van Berg 
dynasty that attracted most of the pre­ 
race discussion. 
Calvin Klein’s Pocket Clipper, who 
won all four races as a juvenile, and 
W.E. Trotter’s Election Special, both 
trained by Jack Van Berg, received 
most of the bettors’ attention. The en­ 
try was sent off as the 7-10 choice. 


Pocket Clipper ran third for most of 
the early going to the stretch, but 
faded badly to seventh. Election 
Special finished sixth, a neck better 
than his runningmate. 
“The most important thing for us is 
the name,” Mrs. Gardes continued. 
“When «the kids were little (Joel, now 
11 and Jackie, now 13) couldn’t say 
grandpa for Jack’s dad, so they kept 
calling him Pappa Hans. That’s how 
he got his name. 
“Jack gets so nervous he doesn’t 
watch the races from here at the finish 
lines,” she said. “ He watches from the 
backside, but I don’t care. I ’m always 
nervous.” 
She praised both the current trainer, 
Mike Norton, and Marvin Werre. 
Werre trained Pappa Hans for most of 
the Fonner Park meet in Grand Island 
and then left to attend Assiniboia 
Downs in Winnipeg. 
Norton said he has trained Pappa 
Hans for about two weeks. 
“That’s the first time I ’ve run him,” 


Norton said. “ He’s just getting ready. 
No, he wasn’t too fat, he just wasn’t in 
shape yet. I guess he is now, isn’t he?” 
The victory was Pappa Hans’ first in 
five outings this year. The $5,500 
winners’ purse of the total purse of 
$10.000 boosted the colt’s 1975 ear­ 
nings to $7.096. 
Ridden by Fred Ecoffey, Pappa 
Hans returned a whopping $189.80, 
$66.20 and $17.40. Red Drifter paid 
$12.60 and $7.00 while the Kemling 
Brothers, Inc.’s Roman Zipper 
showed for $5.60. 
Bobby Harmon was the only jockey 
winning twice, scoring with L.C. 
Wilson’s Bully Prince ($6.40) in the se­ 
cond and Jack Lewis, et al’s Pocket 
Flower ($7.00) in the sixth race. 
Although the opening-day crowd of 
15,258 was below last year's first-day 
gathering of 15,404, it wagered a 
record opening-day mutuel handle. 
The total handle of $1,118,013 
topped last year’s previous record 
opening-day handle of $1,054,623.

"Senator (Richard) Marvel has 


appointed a two-man committee 
to go over our income and 
expenses," Devaney said 
Tuesday. "I will sit down with 
them and will go into as much 
detail as necessary." 


The Appropriations Com- 


mittee's subcommittee of 
Senators Harold Simpson of Lin- 
coln and Robert Clark of Sidney 
also will go into policies regar- 
ding free tickets to home games 
as well as free trips to bowl 
games. 


"We can give them this infor- 


mation all right," Devaney said 
as he picked up the telephone to 


SportsSignals 


ask athletic business manager 
Bill Fisher to begin assembling 
the cost figures on the bowl trip. 


"You can cut down on bowl 


expenses," Devaney explained as 
he mentioned that members of 
the Board of Regents, team 
members' wives and coaches' 
wives are among the ones given 
free trips. 


"You could take nobody but 


the players and coaches, but that 
would leave the wives at home 
during Christmas vacation time," 
he pointed out. "There would be 
no point in playing in a bowl. 


"A bowl game is a reward for a 


good season. The players and 
coaches do a lot of extra work to 
supply entertainment for the peo- 
ple of Nebraska."

What the Cornhuskers spend on 


a bowl trip is regulated by a 
budget set up by the Big Eight 
Conference. It was estimated 
before the Sugar Bowl game last 
December that the cost of the 
trip would be $204,295, or an 
average of $452 a person. 


The trip included five ad- 


ministrators, 10 fulltime coaches, 
11 graduate assistant coaches, a 
five-man medical group, two 
equipment managers, 20 players' 
wives, 30 staff members' wives 
and 28 staff members' children 
who were living at home. 


In addition to 97 players, the 


202-member NU band went by 
bus and stayed in dormitories at 
Loyola University at a cost of 
about $50,000. 


Devaney also would like to get 


into discussions with legislators 
on the projected management of 
the new Field House regarding 
what they want to achieve in out- 
side income through promotions. 


"We must decide how much 


competition they want us to give 
Ak-Sar-Ben and the Civic 
Auditorium in Omaha and 
Pershing Auditorium in Lin- 
coln," Devaney said. "If they 
want us to go all out we can 
probably generate more money. 
Maybe they'll want us to take the 
types of entertainment the other 
facilities couldn't handle. The 
Legislature must 
determine 


this." 


Projected loss figures compiled 


by the athletic department show 
a figure of over $86,000 as 
probable for this year even 
without the added cost of main- 


taining the Field House, which is 
estimated to be around $500,000 
for a full year's operation. 


The Appropriations Committee 


has made a tentative decision to 
pay out $200,000 for maintenance 
from the state general fund, 
which probably will be enough 
unless the facility is completed 
ahead of the projected date. 


"If it's opened sooner than that 


and $200,000 won't be enough 
we'll have to seek additional 
funds," Devaney said. He in- 
dicated the university would try 
to wait at least until basketball 
season to open it. 


No decision has been made on 


basketball ticket prices, and 
Devaney said there will be dis- 
cussions on both basketball and 
football tickets. An increase, 
however, would not generate 
enough income to relieve the 
projected deficit. 


Regarding free tickets, the sub-1 


committee members have said 
they'll look into that, even those 
free one state senators receive. 


Devaney reminded that the un- 


iversity administration deter- 
mines policy. 


"We're still just a part of the | 


university educational program," 
he said. "We're governed t the 
University, our finances' are j 
audited by the university and the 
state, too. We're not a separate 
entity. We're no different in our 
operation than the law college or 
the library." 


Perhaps the only difference is 


that NU football is big business in 
the state and it has brought a lot 
of acclaim to Nebraska that most 
people appreciate. 


It also brings benefits to the 


economy in many areas to some 
extent, especially in Lincoln on a 
Saturday afternoon.

Pappa Hans, 90-1, Wins Inaugural

Omaha — There was never really 


any doubt that Pappa Hans could run. 


"We all knew he could run a little, 


but the real question was how fast," 
noted Mrs. Earlene Gardes, whose 
husband, Jack, owns the 3-year-old 
colt. "They all can run, but, boy, we 
were ever surprised with his run 
today." 


How fast could Pappa Hans run? 


Well, his 1:051-5 clocking over the 5Vz 
furlongs of Tuesday's Ak-Sar-Ben's 
Inaugural Purse was good enough to 
stop 12 other sophomores as the 
Omaha track opened its 56-day 
meeting. 


Why the surprise? The opening-day 


throng of 15,258 sent Pappa Hans off 
at better than 90-1 in the mutuel pools. 
But he looked like a 1-5 favorite when 
he hung on for a nose victory over 
E.C. Cashman's Red Drifter. 


"We really thought 5V2 was a little 


short for him today because of the 
length of the stretch here (990 feet)," 
she said. "I think he can go long. He 
won the Marion H. Van Berg stakes 
last year in Columbus over 6Vz 
furlongs. 


"This has to be the biggest wfti 


we've ever had," she added. "We've 
been in the business for eight years 
and we have four horses here But this 
has to be the most prestigious win 
ever." 


It certainly was just that for the 


family that farms near Bancroft. But, 
as usual at Ak-Sar-Ben, it was the 
prestige and power of the Van Berg 
dynasty that attracted most of the pre- 
race discussion. 


Calvin Klein's Pocket Clipper, who 


won all four races as a juvenile, and 
W.E. Trotter's Election Special, both 
trained by Jack Van Berg, received 
most of the bettors' attention. The en- 
try was sent off as the 7-10 choice. 


Pocket Clipper ran third for most of 


the early going to the stretch, but 
faded badly to seventh. Election 
Special finished sixth, a neck better 
than his runningmate. 


"The most important thing for us is 


the name," Mrs. Gardes continued. 
"When-the kids were little (Joel, now 
11 and Jackie, now 13) couldn't say 
grandpa for Jack's dad, so they kept 
calling him Pappa Hans. That's how 
he got his name. 


"Jack gets so nervous he doesn't 


watch the races from here at the finish 
lines," she said. "He watches from the 
backside, but I don't care. I'm always 
nervous." 


She praised both the current trainer, 


Mike Norton, and Marvin Werre. 
Werre trained Pappa Hans for most of 
the Fonner Park meet in Grand Island 
and then left to attend Assiniboia 
Downs in Winnipeg. 


Norton said he has trained Pappa 


Hans for about two weeks. 


"That's the first time I've run him," 


Norton said. "He's just getting ready. 
No, he wasn't too fat, he just wasn't in 
shape yet. I guess he is now, isn't he?" 


The victory was Pappa Hans' first in 


five outings this year. The $5,500 
winners' purse of the total purse of 
$10,000 boosted the colt's 1975 ear- 
nings to $7,0%. 


Ridden by Fred Ecoffey, Pappa 


Hans returned a whopping $189.80. 
$66 20 and $17.40. Red Drifter paid 
$12.60 and $7.00 while the Kemling 
Brothers, Inc.'s Roman Zipper 
showed for $5.60. 


Bobby Harmon was the only jockey 


winning twice, scoring with L.C. 
Wilson's Bully Prince ($6.40) in the se- 
cond and Jack Lewis, et al's Pocket 
Flower ($7.00) in the sixth race. 


Although the opening-day crowd of 


15,258 was below last year's first-day 
gathering of 15,404, it wagered a 
record opening-day mutuel handle. 


The total handle of $1,118,013 


topped last year's previous record 
opening-day handle of $1,054,623.

O'Brien To Be Tabbed 
NBA Commissioner 


NEW YORK (AP) - Law- 


rence O'Brien, who has no bas- 
ketball background but carries 
enormous political 
clout in 


Washington, officially will be 
named on Wednesday as the 
third commissioner in the 29- 
year history of the National 
Basketball Association. 


The league called a news con- 


ference for Wednesday in New 
York to introduce the new com- 
missioner, but there was no se- 
cret it would be the 57-ye.-»rold 
O'Brien, 
former 
Postmaster 


General and ex-chairman of the 
Democratic National Com- 
mittee. 


The Associated Press had 


learned Monday that O'Brien 
was approved unanimously as 
commissoner by the league's 18- 
man Board of Governors at a 
special meeting in Chicago last 
Friday. He was given a three- 
year contract at $150,000 per 
year. 


The highly respected O'Brien 


will succeed Walter Kennedy, 
who has served as commission- 
er since Sept. 1, 1963 and is re- 


tiring on June 1, when he will 
complete a five-year contract at 
$125,000 per year. The 61-year- 
old Kennedy, however, will re- 
main with the league as a consul- 
tant for the next 10 years at $50,- 
000 per year. 


O'Brien, chosen after a search 


of nearly two years (the search 
beginning after Kennedy an- 
nounced in July, 1973 that he 
was leaving the prestigious po- 
sition this year when his con- 
tract expired), will be stepping 
in at a critical stage. 


The NBA currently is faced 


with an antitrust suit by the ri- 
val American Basketball Asso- 
ciation, the NBA Players Asso- 
ciation has a suit against the 
owners challenging the reserve 
clause, and the Players Associ- 
ation's contract with the owners 
ends in June. 


O'Brien is a graduate of 


Northeastern Law School but 
never has practiced law. How- 
ever, his legal and political 
background are believed to be 
two of the reasons he was se- 
lected.

"I think," Kennedy has been 


quoted as saying about the man 
who would succeed him, "he 
should be a lawyer and have the 
background to deal with 
Congress." 


"He's an excellent choice,"

The first NBA commissioner, 


in 1946, was the late Maurice 
Podoloff. He served for 17 years, 
then he was succeeeded by 
Kennedy, who had been the 
league's first public relations 
director and was the mayor of 
Stamford, Conn, at the time he 
was chosen commissioner. 


Under Kennedy, the league 


flourished, expanding from nine 
to 18 teams and from no tele- 
vision contract to a package now 
worth $9 million. 


O'Brien's selection temporar- 


ily ended the hopes of Simon 
Gourdine, the NBA's deputy 
commissioner and the highest 
ranking black administrator in 
sports, of becoming commis- 
sioner. However, the ABA has 
expressed an interest in Gour- 
dine as a replacement for com- 
missioner Tedd Munchak, who is 
giving up the position after this 
season.

two days before they were to 
open defense of their World

Both players flew to Dallas to 


consult with WCT attorneys in 
hopes of being reinstated in the 
doubles tournament. 


"Obviously we are hopeful 


something can be worked out," 
said Hewitt. "We still want to 
play. But we both feel dubious 
about going back." 


WCT officials in Dallas said 


the tournament would likely be 
played even if Hewitt and 
McMillan were not remstaed. 


Mexico does not have di- 


plomatic relations with South 
Africa because of that country's 
racial policies Mexico with- 
drew from Daws Cup competi- 
tion this year rather than face 
South Africa 


Mexico City was chosen as the 


site of the WCT doubles finals 
four months ago and a WCT 
spokesman said Tuesday the ten- 
ms organization realized at the 
time "there might be 
problems " 


"But we were led to believe 


that everything had been worked 
out," said WCT spokesman 
George Pharr "As hte as last 
week we checked with the 
Mexican embassy in Sweden (the 
WCT green group played last 
week in Stockholm) andwere 
told that everything was still 
ok" 


WCT executive director Mike 


Davies flew from Dallas — 
headquarters for WCT —to 
Mexico City Tuesday for 
emergency 
discussions 
with 


government and tournament 
officials. 


"We are trying to coordinate 


the whole thing from here," said 
Pharr. "We did not find out 
about it until two or three this 
morning. At first we had no idea 
where Hewitt and McMillan 
were. 


"They were held virtually in- 


communicate and hustled out of 
there early today " 


Hewitt arrived in Mexico City 


Monday morning, traveling on 
an Australian passport (Hewitt is 
a native-born Australian who 
lives in South Africa). He had no 
difficulty with customs and went 
to his hotel. 


Monday night, however, 


McMillan and his family were 
stopped at Mexico City's airport 
and about the same time Hewitt 
was taken from his hotel to 
another hotel where he was held 
overnight. 


"There was no physical 


violence, no voices raised," said 
Hewitt. "But I did ask to be able 
to communicate with WCT of- 
ficials or someone and they said, 
'no, you can't.'" 


McMillan and Hewitt cap- 


tured last year's WCT doubles 
championship at Montreal and 
this year had easily qualified for 
the finals again. 


The t o u r n a m e n t opens 


Wednesday at 5 p.m., but 
McMillan and Hewitt were not 
scheduled to play their opening 
match until Thursday night 
against Australia's John Alex- 
ander and Phil Dent. 


Pharr said, however, that if 


the dispute is not ended by 
Wednesday afternoon the tour- 


nament would likely have to 
proceed with an alternate team 
inserted into the event -that 
being the brothers Vijay and 
Anand Amntraj of India. 


"We have an obligation to the 


players and to the sponsors to 
play the tournament," said 
Pharr. 


It was the second time in little 


more than a month that the 
Mexican government had dis- 
rupted an important tennis con- 
test. 


Mexico's Davis Cup team had 


to forefit its match against South 
Africa here last March when 
President Luis Echverna ruled 
out the contest on the grounds 
that Mexico's opposition to 


apartheid would not permit even 
a relationship in sports between 
the two countries. 


Only 24 hours before the 


Hewitt-McMillan 
expulsion 


Echeverna had voiced a new 
condemnation of South Africa in 
a communique issued jointly 
with visiting Tanzanian Presi- 
dent Julius Nyere. 


Ironically, airport immigra- 


tion officials admitted Hewitt as 
the communique was being 
released. The McMillan's 
arrived a few hours later and 
were stopped at the airport. 


Arthur Ashe of Miami, the 


leading negro player in tfe 
world, called the detent*.a an 
ouster of Hewitt and McMUli) 
ridiculous. 


"Nobody hates aparthel

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Liquor Pricing Measures 
Receive First Round Okay 


By The Associated Press 
The Legislature gave first 
round approval Tuesday to one 
bill that would establish a floor 
on retail liquor costs, and to 
another measure aimed at 
driving down the cost of liquor 
at the wholesale level. 
Senators gave 25-11 prelimi­ 
nary approval to Neligh Sen. 
John DeCamp’s LB204, which 
would require a 15 per cent re­ 
tail markup above the wholesale 
cost of liquor and beer. 
DeCamp said his bill, similar 
to one vetoed by Gov. J. J. Exon 
last year, was aimed at stopping 
liquor price wars between high- 
volume, low-cost liquor 
retailers. 
The legislature also gave 25-7 
approval to LB340, which would 
drive down the wholesale cost of 
liquor in Nebraska and hopefull 
reduce retail costs through com­ 
petition. It would not apply to 
beer. 
The measure offered by 
Bellevue Sen. Frank Lewis 
would require liquor distillers to 
sell their products in Nebraska 
at a price no higher than in any 
other state or the District of 
Columbia. 
The bill is not aimed at retail 
sales, but Lewis said months ago 
that “in a competitive market, 
that should take care of itself.” 


The thought behind the Lewis 
bill is that if wholesalers get li­ 
quor cheaper, it eventually will 
be sold to consumers at a lower 
price. 


Lewis said 18 other states have 
such legislation. He noted that 
“ big volume” states, such as 
California and New York, get 
lower prices at wholesale 
because of their volume. Higher 
costs are paid by Nebraska 
wholesalers, he said. 


Retailers would not be forced 
to pass on their savings to con­ 
sumers. 
Lewis said he feels com­ 


petition would lead to that con­ 
sumer savings. 
That puts the bill in contrast 
with DeCamp’s LB204, which 
the Neligh lawmaker called “a 
temperance bill, in theory.” 
DeCamp said the bill might 
stop food stores, for example, 
from encouraging those who 
shop for food to buy quantities 
of liquor at low prices. 
The Lewis bill advanced after 
senators rejcted a kill motion by 
Omaha Sen.

Auto Inspection 
Fee Of $3.75 
Given Initial OK 
The Legislature gave tentative 
approval Tuesday to an increase'* 
in the fee charged for safety in­ 
spections for automobiles. 
The bill, LB305, originally 
would have raised the fee from 
$2 to $4.50, but was amended to 
increase the fee to only $3.75. 


A section of the bill which 
would have required one wheel 
be removed to inspect brakes 
was stricken from the bill.

not enact a law requiring motor­ 
cyclists to wear helmets, he said, 
those funds will be cut from 
Nebraska’s share of highway 
funds. 
Just as determined, Sen. 
Frank Lewis of Bellevue called 
the federal mandate “stupid” 
and said he will go to court to 
block any federal sanctions 
against Nebraska. 
Gregory came to Lincoln at 
the request of Unicameral 
Speaker Jules Burbach to dis­ 
cuss the threatened cut-off with 
17 senators. 
Gregory told a press con­ 
ference he is not making an 
example of Nebraska. Last fall 
sanctions were being imposed on 
Maryland and Puerto Rico for 
failing to enact an adequate 
drunk-driving law. 
Illinois and California, he said, 
are facing similar penalties un­ 
less a helmet law is enacted. 
Iowa is in the process of enacting 
a helmet law. 
“We're not taking it out on 
Nebraska,” he said. 


“ I realize that the loss of these 
funds wouldn’t help safety ef­ 
forts one bit. I’d much rather use 
carrots than sticks (to encourage 
states to adopt certain highway 
safety measures).” 
He said he hopes it never com­ 
es to an actual loss of money for 
Nebraska, but he said the 
measures are required by the 
federal Highway Safety Act of

one, have balked at efforts by 
Gov. J. James Exon to adopt a 
helmet law in order to avoid a 
loss of federal aid.

Atty. Gen. Paul Douglas has 
asked a federal judge to dismiss 
a suit which seeks to put Terry 
Carpenter back in the 
Unicameral. 
Three voters from the 48th 
District filed a class action suit 
in U.S. District Court April 2, 
seeking to put former state Sen. 
Terry Carpenter of Scottsbluff 
back in the Legislature. 
They claimed action by 
Secretary of State Allen Beer- 
mann disallowing their votes in 
the general election violated 
their constitutional rights. 
Beermann threw out some 
votes because of misspellings 
and oher technical errors. 
The suit was filed as a class ac­ 
tion on behalf of all voters whose 
ballots were disallowed. 
The voters who filed the suit 
asked the court to declare un­ 
constitutional the statutes and 
actions which prevented their 
votes from being counted. 
They asked the court to order 
the defendants to count 126 of 
Carpenter’s disallowed votes and 
seat

in 
the 
Legislature. The suit also asks 
that the case be heard by a three- 
judge federal panel. An appeal 
from such a panel would go 
directly to the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 
Douglas filed a single brief in 
support of separate motions 


offered by several of the defen­ 
dants to dismiss the case. 
The 
brief lists seven 
arguments that attorneys for the 
defendants say merit its dis­ 
missal. 
Defendants in the case are 
Sen. William E. Nichol (who 
holds Carpenter’s former seat); 
Beermann; Legislative Clerk 
Vince Brown; Lt. Gov. Gerald 
Whelan, presiding officer of the 
Legislature; Ben Wilson, 
another candidate in the 
legislative race; the Nebraska 
State Legislature, first session, 
84th Legislature. 
The thrust of the attorney 
general’s arguments: 
—The suit cannot properly be 
maintained as a class action. 


—A three-judge panel need 
not be convened to consider the 
defendants’ motion to dismiss. 
Carpenter resigned from the 
Unicameral after failing to win 
the Democratic nomination for 
lieutenant governor in the 1974 
primary. There were only a few 
months remaining in his term. In 
the same primary, Nichol and 
Wilson were nominated. 
By fall, Carpenter decided to 
mount a write-in campaign to 
regain his old Unicameral seat. 
Unofficial election night 
results showed Carpenter three 
votes ahead of Nichol. Wilson 
trailed. 
However, Beermann’s action 
disallowed some write-in ballots 
cast for Carpenter, and made 
—The plaintiffs are asking the 
Nichol the winner by a 68-vote 
federal court for relief from a 
margin, 
sovereign state, contrary to the 
11th Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution. 
—The federal court should 
decline jurisdiction for several 
reasons, including that the plain­ 
tiffs have not exhausted 
available remedies in the state 
courts. 
—The federal court lacks 
jurisdiction to grant the relief 
asked 
for 
against the 
Legislature. 
—There is no real claim 
against Nichol, Brown or 
Whelan and that they should be 
dropped from the suit. 


Carpenter challenged the elec­ 
tion in Scotts Bluff County 
District Court, but the court 
refused to hear the case, citing a 
lack of jurisdiction. 


Carpenter filed a challenge 
with the Legislature. 


A special legislative com­ 
mittee looked into the case, and 
told the full Unicameral that 
because Carpenter failed to post 
a bond with the clerk of the 
Legislature, his protest did not 
have to be considered. 


The Legislature voted to drop 
the matter. 


Carpenter promised the case 
would find its way to federal 
court. 
Carpenter is not a direct party 
to the suit.

New rules for implementation

The Legislature’s Ap­ 
propriations 
Committee 
Tuesday decided to recommend 
no funding for the proposed new 
University of Nebraska plant 
sciences complex during the 
coming fiscal year. 
Instead, the committee voted 
8-0 to request NU to submit a 
program statement by Sept. 15 
outlining its proposal. 
Without such a statement, 
Chairman Richard Marvel of 
Hastings said, the Legislature 
cannot provide any planning or 
construction money for the 
facility without violating a 1974 
law outlining steps for capital 
construction funding. 
The proposed complex has 
grown from a $6.8 million 
project to a facility whose costs 
have been estimated up to $14 
million. 
Forty agricultural and agri­ 
business groups have par­ 
ticipated in preparing plans for 
the project at NU’s East Campus 
in Lincoln. 
NU was also directed to 
prepare a program statement, 
outlining its proposal for a $10 
million downtown educational 
center for the University of 
Nebraska at Omaha. 
Although a $10,000 appropria­ 
tion was recommended for the 
NU system to prepare such a 
statement, Marvel pointed out 
that the funding “does not bind 
the Legislature to future action” 
on the project. 
Sen. Glenn Goodrich of 
Omaha, who asked for the ap­ 
propriation, agreed that the 
expenditure is “not a commit­ 
ment to go ahead” with the 
facility. 
His motion was approved on a 
7-2 vote. 
The committee also endorsed 
a motion directing UNO to 
propose alternative plans to 
resolve its long-standing parking 
problems. 
That motion was approved 
after senators rejected 
Goodrich’s request for 
authorization for construction of 
a $4 million parking facility at 
the UNO campus. 
Another Goodrich proposal to 
authorize a $1.6 million ap­ 
propriation to acquire a South 
Omaha campus for the 
Metropolitan Technical Com­ 
munity College failed when it 
could garner only three of the 
five votes required for com­ 
mittee approval. 
With conclusion of its budget 
deliberations Tuesday, the com­ 
mittee has recommended only 
one major new building project 
for initial funding in fiscal 1975- 
76.

Hike Misse s

Plagued by past evidence that 
they have accepted favors from 
utilities which they regulate, 
Nebraska’s public service com­ 
missioners Tuesday were denied 
a proposed salary hike by the 
Legislature. 
A bill proposing that their 
salaries be boosted from $17,500 
to $20,000 a year stalled at first 
stage floor consideration. 
Needing 25 votes to clear its 
initial hurdle, LB311 tripped on 
a 22-19 roll call vote. 
Sen. Ernest Chambers of 
Omaha recalled publicity about 
past “ trips and gratuities” 
accepted by commissioners 
“from interests they are sup­ 
posed to be regulating.’ 
Those favors represent 
“fringe benefits” in addition to 
their salaries, he suggested. 
Chambers said the com­ 
missioners do not “do that great 
a job.’ 
In fact, he said, if they were 
paid “what they’re worth, each 
commissioner would owe the 
state about $10,000.” 
Ethics is the problem with 
their performance, he said. 
Sen. Gerald Koch of Ralston 
said commissioners perform “a 
part-time job ... and we all 
know it is.” 
Sen. Harold Moylan of Omaha, 
sponsor of the bill, said he does 
not believe any commissioner’s 
judgment has been affected “by 
a few courtesies shown to 
them.” 
Their salaries are not current­ 
ly equal to those paid to their 
counterparts in other states, he 
said.

Approved on a 9-0 vote 
Tuesday was $609,376 in ad­ 
ditional funds to complete a 
proposed $2.4 million diagnostic 
and evaluation center for correc­ 
tional offenders. 


The additional funds, 
recommended by Gov. J. James 
Exon, will allow completion of 
the proposed facility, financing 
two psychiatric wards and one 
medical ward at the building, 
located at the Lincoln Regional 
Center. 


Marvel named Sens. Douglas 
Bereuter of Utica and Shirley 
Marsh of Lincoln to ride herd on 
the project. 
A proposed $290,000 addition 
to funding for a life sciences 
building at NU’s downtown Lin­ 
coln campus for construction of 
an auditorium was rejected on a 
4-2 vote. Five votes were 
necessary to approve the addi­ 
tion. 


A $40,000 appropriation was 
approved to plan for construc­ 
tion of a headquarters buiding at 
NU’s South-Central Station at 
Clay Center.

Liquor Pricing Measures 
Receive First Round Okay 


By The Associated Press 


The Legislature gave first 


round approval Tuesday to one 
bill that would establish a floor 
on retail liquor costs, and to 
another measure aimed at 
driving down the cost of liquor 
at the wholesale level. 


Senators gave 25-11 prelimi- 


nary approval to Neligh Sen. 
John DeCamp's LB204, which 
would require a 15 per cent re- 
tail markup above the wholesale 
cost of liquor and beer. 


DeCamp said his bill, similar 


to one vetoed by Gov. J. J. Exon 
last year, was aimed at stopping 
liquor price wars between high- 
volume, low-cost liquor 
retailers. 


The legislature also gave 25-7 


approval to LB340, which would 
drive down the wholesale cost of 
liquor in Nebraska and hopeful! 
reduce retail costs through com- 
petition. It would not apply to 
beer. 


The measure offered by 


Bellevue Sen. Frank Lewis 
would require liquor distillers to 
sell their products in Nebraska 
at a price no higher than in any 
other state or the District of 
Columbia. 


The bill is not aimed at retail 


sales, but Lewis said months ago 
that "in a competitive market, 
that should take care of itself." 


The thought behind the Lewis 


bill is that if wholesalers get li- 
quor cheaper, it eventually will 
be sold to consumers at a lower 
price. 


Lewis said 18 other states have 


such legislation. He i.oted that 
"big volume" states, such as 
California and New York, get 
lower prices at wholesale 
because of their volume. Higher 
costs are paid by Nebraska 
wholesalers, he said. 


Retailers would not be forced 


to pass on their savings to con- 
sumers. 


Lewis said he feels com- 


petition would lead to that con- 
sumer savings. 


That puts the bill in contrast 


with DeCamp's LB204, which 
the Neligh lawmaker called "a 
temperance bill, in theory." 


DeCamp said the bill might 


stop food stores, for example, 
from encouraging those who 
shop for food to buy quantities 
of liquor at low prices. 


The Lewis bill advanced after 


senators rejcted a kill motion by 
Omaha Sen. Ernest Chambers, 
who said liquor was a "pillar of 
godlessness," and a drug that 
caused too many problems for 
society. 


Given Initial OK 


The Legislature gave tentative 


approval Tuesday to an increase* 
in the fee charged for safety in- 
spections for automobiles. 


The bill, LB305, originally 


would have raised the fee from 
$2 to $4.50, but was amended to 
increase the fee to only $3.75. 


A section of the bill which 


would have required one wheel 
be removed to inspect brakes 
was stricken from the bill. 


Attempts by Sen. Frank Lewis 


of Bellevue to kill the bill and to 
repeal the whole inspection 
program failed. 


The bill also would have 


required a training program for 
inspectors, but that section was 
removed by a committee amend- 
ment.

not enact a law requiring motor- 
cyclists to wear helmets, he said, 
those funds will be cut from 
Nebraska's share of highway 
funds. 


Just as determined, Sen. 


Frank Lewis of Bellevue called 
the federal mandate "stupid" 
and said he will go to court to 
block any federal sanctions 
against Nebraska. 


Gregory came to Lincoln at 


the request of Unicameral 
Speaker Jules Burbach to dis- 
cuss the threatened cut-off with 
17 senators. 


Gregory told a press con- 


ference he is not making an 
example of Nebraska. Last fall 
sanctions were being imposed on 
Maryland and Puerto Rico for 
falling to enact an adequate 
drunk-driving law. 


Illinois and California, he said, 


are facing similar penalties un- 
less a helmet law is enacted. 
Iowa is in the process of enacting 
a helmet law 


"We're not taking it out on 


Nebraska," he said. 


"I realize that the loss of these 


funds wouldn't help safety ef- 
forts one bit. I'd much rather use 
carrots than sticks (to encourage 
states to adopt certain highway 
safety measures)." 


He said he hopes it never com- 


es to an actual loss of money for 
Nebraska, but he said the 
measures are required by the 
federal Highway Safety Act of 
1966 Past Legislatures, as this 


one, have balked at efforts by 
Gov. J. James Exon to adopt a 
helmet law in order to avoid a 
loss of federal aid. 


Money has not been withheld 


thus far in hopes the state would 
adopt a helmet law. 


"After awhile even discretion 


runs out," he said. 


Regarding legislative conjec- 


ture that the federal government 
is bluffing, Gregory said: 
"That's a bad bet." 


Gregory said he is waiting un- 


til the Legislature finally dis- 
poses of the helmet bill one way 
or another before recommen- 
ding to the secretary of transpor- 
tation what should be done. 


The letter is written 


recommending the cut-off, he 
said, and is awaiting legislative 
action.

Atty. Gen. Paul Douglas has 


asked a federal judge to dismiss 
a suit which seeks to put Terry 
Carpenter back in the 
Unicameral. 


Three voters from the 48th 


District filed a class action suit 
in U.S. District Court April 2, 
seeking to put former state Sen. 
Terry Carpenter of Scottsbluff 
back in the Legislature. 


They claimed action by 


Secretary of State Allen Beer- 
mann disallowing their votes in 
the general election violated 
their constitutional rights. 


Beermann threw out some 


votes because of misspellings 
and oher technical errors, 


The suit was filed as a class ac- 


tion on behalf of all voters whose 
ballots were disallowed. 


The voters who filed the suit 


asked the court to declare un- 
constitutional the statutes and 
actions which prevented their 
votes from being counted. 


They asked the court to order 


the defendants to count 126 of 
Carpenter's disallowed votes and 
seat Carpenter in the 
Legislature. The suit also asks 
that the case be heard by a three- 
judge federal panel. An appeal 
from such a panel would go 
directly to the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 


Douglas filed a single brief in 


support of separate motions 


offered by several of the defen- 
dants to dismiss the case. 


The brief lists seven 


arguments that attorneys for the 
defendants say merit its dis- 
missal. 


Defendants in the case are 


Sen. William E. Nichol (who 
holds Carpenter's former seat); 
Beermann; Legislative Clerk 
Vince Brown; Lt. Gov. Gerald 
Whelan, presiding officer of the 
Legislature; Ben Wilson, 
another candidate in the 
legislative race; the Nebraska 
State Legislature, first session, 
84th Legislature. 


The thrust of the attorney 


general's arguments: 


—The suit cannot properly be 


maintained as a class action. 


—The plaintiffs are asking the . 


federal court for relief from a 
sovereign state, contrary to the 
llth Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution. 


—The federal court should 


decline jurisdiction for several 
reasons, including that the plain- 
tiffs nave not exhausted 
available remedies in the state 
courts. 


—The federal court lacks 


jurisdiction to grant the relief 
asked for against the 
Legislature. 


—There is no real claim 


against Nichol, Brown or 
Whelan and that they should be 
dropped from the suit. 


-A three-judge panel need 


not be convened to consider the 
defendants' motion to dismiss. 


Carpenter resigned from the 


Unicameral after failing to win 
the Democratic nomination for 
lieutenant governor in the 1974 
primary. There were only a few 
months remaining in his term. In 
the same primary, Nichol and 
Wilson were nominated. 


By fall, Carpenter decided to 


mount a write-in campaign to 
regain his old Unicameral seat. 


Unofficial election night 


results showed Carpenter three 
votes ahead of Nichol. Wilson 
trailed. 


However, Beermann's action 


disallowed some write-in ballots 
cast for Carpenter, and made 
Nichol the winner by a 68-vote 
margin. 


Carpenter challenged the elec- 


tion in Scotts Bluff County 
District Court, but the court 
refused to hear the case, citing a 
lack of jurisdiction. 


Carpenter filed a challenge 


with the Legislature. 


A special legislative com- 


mittee looked into the case, and 
told the full Unicameral that 
because Carpenter failed to post 
a bond with the clerk of the 
Legislature, his protest did not 
have to be considered. 


The Legislature voted to drop 


the matter. 


Carpenter promised the case 


would find its way to federal 
court. 


Carpenter is not a direct party 


to the suit.

The Legislature's Ap- 


propriations

Tuesday decided to recommend 
no funding for the proposed new 
University of Nebraska plant 
sciences complex during the 
coming fiscal year. 


Instead, the committee voted 


84 to request NU to submit a 
program statement by Sept. 15 
outlining its proposal. 


Without such a statement, 


Chairman Richard Marvel of 
Hastings said, the Legislature 
cannot provide any planning or 
construction money for the 
facility without violating a 1974 • 
law outlining steps fpr capital 
construction funding. 


The proposed complex has 


grown from a $6.8 million 
project to a facility whose costs 
have been estimated up to $14 
million. 


Forty agricultural and agri- 


business groups have par- 
ticipated in preparing plans for 
the project at Nil's East Campus 
in Lincoln. 


NU was also directed to 


prepare a program statement, 
outlining its proposal for a $10 
million downtown educational 
center for the University of 
Nebraska at Omaha. 


Although a $10,000 appropria- 


tion was recommended for the 
NU system to prepare such a 
statement, Marvel pointed out 
that the funding "does not bind 
the Legislature to future action" 
on the project. 


Sen. Glenn Goodrich of 


Omaha, who asked for the ap- 
propriation, agreed that the 
expenditure is "not a commit- 
ment to go ahead" with the 
facility. 


His motion was approved on a 


7-2 vote. 


The committee also endorsed 


a motion directing UNO to 
propose alternative plans to 
resolve its long-standing parking 
problems. 


That motion was approved 


after senators rejected 
Goodrich's request for 
authorization for construction of 
a $4 million parking facility at 
the UNO campus. 


Another Goodrich proposal to 


authorize a $1.6 million ap- 
propriation to acquire a South 
Omaha campus for the 
Metropolitan Technical 
Com- 


munity College failed when it 
could garner only three of the 
five votes required for 
com- 


mittee approval. 


With conclusion of its budget 


deliberations Tuesday, the com- 
mittee has recommended only 
one major new building project 
for initial funding in fiscal 1975- 
76. 
PSC Salary 
Hike Misses 
First Hurdle 


Plagued by past evidence that 


they have accepted favors from 
utilities which they regulate, 
Nebraska's public service com- 
missioners Tuesday were denied 
a proposed salary hike by the 
Legislature. 


A bill proposing that their 


salaries be boosted from $17,500 
to $20,000 a year stalled at first 
stage floor consideration. 


Needing 25 votes to clear its 


initial hurdle, LB311 tripped on 
a 22-19 roll call vote. 


Sen. Ernest Chambers of 


Omaha recalled publicity about 
past "trips and gratuities" 
accepted by commissioners 
"from' interests they are sup- 
posed to be regulating." 


Those favors represent 


"fringe benefits" in addition to 
their salaries, he suggested. 


Chambers said the com- 


missioners do not "do that great 
a job." 


In fact, he said, if they were 


paid "what they're worth, each 
commissioner would owe the 
state about $10,000." 


Ethics is the problem with 


their performance, he said. 


Sen. Gerald Koch of Ralston 


said commissioners perform "a 
part-time job ... and we all 
know it is." 


Sen. Harold Moylan of Omaha, 


sponsor of the bill, said he does 
not believe any commissioner's 
judgment has been affected "by 
a few courtesies shown to 
them." 


Their salaries are not current- 


ly equal to those paid to their 
counterparts in other states, he 
said.

A proposed $290,000 addition

prices broadly lower after the 
failure of a weak mid-session ral- 
ly attempt. 


The Dow Jones average of 30 


industrials posted a 6.96 decline 
to 803.04 after a 1.80 loss on 
Monday. 


Standard & Poor's 500-stock 


index slipped .59 to 85.64, and 
the 
New York Stock Ex- 


change's composite index was 
off .36 at 45.41. 


Big Board volume hit a three- 


week low of 1774 million 
shares, down from 17.85 million 
in the previous session. 


Declines held a wide 1,022-to- 


380 edge on advances among the 
1 818 issues changing hands on 
the NYSE. 


The events of the day in Viet- 


nam as the last Americans de- 
parted seemed to have no strong 
effect on the buy and sell 
decisions of investors. 


Brokers reported a general at- 


titude of cautious waiting for 
two developments due on 
Thursday—the Treasury's an- 
nouncement of details of the 
next borrowing moves it will 
make to finance the federal 
budget deficit, and the start of 
full price competition among 
brokers. 


Meanwhile, analysts pointed 


out, there was a natural ten- 
dency 
toward 
profit 
taking 


after the sharp gains of the past 
several months. 


Larry Wachtel at Bache & Co. 


noted that buyers in last Oc- 
tober's rally were now able to 
cash in their profits as long term 
capital pains. 


Only half of an investor's 


profits on holdings of more than 
six months are subject to federal 
income taxes, while all shorter 
term gains count as taxable in- 
come. 


A prominent example of the 


day's trend was U.S. Steel, 
which fell 1% to 64^ despite the 
company's report of a big jump 
in first quarter earnings. 


Analysts noted that the stock 


had had a sharp runup in the 
past several months in antici- 
pation of a bright profit pic- 
t u r e , and some traders 
evidently sold on the news to 
nail their gains down. 


McDonald's lost 1V8 to 51%. 


The company reported a strong 
first quarter earnings gain, bu' 
also announced plans for a sec- 
ondary offering of some 900,000 
shares. 


Polaroid, the day's most ac-

According to Gene Robinson,

Thought Unenforceable 
Until recently the law had 
been considered unworkable for 
manpower reasons. 
Thought was given to 
repealing the statute, but DEC 
officials decided to try to enforce 
the law first. 
Drain said two DEC staff 
members are being trained in 
the techniques for measuring 
noise and smoke pollution and 
should be out on the highways be 
July checking trucks. Notices 
will be served advising truck 
owners to repair noisy or 
smoking trucks. 
“ We won’t be getting many, 
but the ones we do get will be 
the worst ones,” Drain said. 
$10-$25 Per Day 
The law provides for a $10-$25 
fine for every day a truck cited 
for noise or smoke has not been 
corrected. 
The noise and smoke inspec­ 
tors, he said, will operate out of 
the truck weighting stations 
located across the state. 
Asked why the State Patrol 
will not be used to help enforce 
the law, Drain said he felt it 
would be an “imposition” to in­ 
volve the patrol, since he said it 
is the DEC’s responsibility.

Protein and vitamins aren’t all 
they are beefed up to be, 
Nebraska doctors were told 
Tuesday. 
A symposium on fat provided 
the forum for facts, fads and fan­ 
cies on the subject on the third 
day of the Nebraska Medical 
Association annual session in 
Lincoln. 
Daniel F. Hanley, former all- 
American and senior physician 
for all U.S. Olympic teams, 
placed protein last of the six 
basic foods important in the diet 
of adult athletes. 
Burning As Much 
“Sitting here now you are bur­ 
ning up as much protein as you 
would running around a track,” 
he told his physician audience. 
Vitamins fared only slightly 
better, making fourth place on 
Dr. Henley’s list. 
Water is in the top spot, as Dr. 
Henley stressed the 70% water 
make-up of a normal adult 
athlete. 
Carbohydrates are second in 
importance and should compose 
45-60% of the diet. Fat, in third 
place, should be 30-35% of the 
diet, with protein composition 
only 10-20%. 
Vitamins ‘Religion’ 
Vitamins are becoming a 
“ religion, a new credo in 
America,’’ Dr. Hanley said. 
He said he is often asked by 
coaches and athletes alike if he 
“ believes" in one vitamin or 
another. Dr. Hanley expressed 
his disapproval of the number of 


vitamins, steroids, pills and in­ 
jections some athletes take to 
stay in shape. 
Excessive protein consump­ 
tion is a potentially dangerous 
practice, believes Dr Ralph 
Nelson, chairman df the Mayo 
Cline department of nutrition. 


It is Dr. Delson’s opinion that 
women live longer than men 
because they don’t eat so much 
protein. 
40th in World 
“ The American male is about 
40th in the world as far as death 
rates are concerned,” Dr. 
Nelson said. 
Animal experiments, he 
noted, show reduced protein in­ 
take relate to prolonged life 
spans. 
Controlled low protein diets, 
he believes, are one of the 
greatest contributions to clinical 
medicine. 


“Here in the middle of cattle 
country, I’m not talking against 
meat. 
Just eat w hat’s 
recommended Don’t go over­ 
board,” he advised. 
Big Doses Nixed 
Dr. Nelson also spoke out 
against excess doses of vitamins, 
many of which can be toxic for 
humans in large quantities. 


He disapproves of a current 
congressional proposal to take 
Food and Drug Administration 
regulations off vitamins sold 
over the counter. 
On obesity, Dr. Nelson cited 
research that indicates no 
difference in caloric intake 
between fat and thin kids. 
Fat kids don’t eat more, Dr. 
Nelson contends. They just exer­ 
cise less. To combat obesity, he 
is calling for a revolution in 
physical education.

Beatrice — The first updating 
in 10 years of regulations for ap­ 
proved schools apparently is not 
generating the controversy that 
had been anticipated. 


Halfway through eight area 
meetings to discuss the 
proposals, the State Education 
Dept, official in charge says 
there have been “ very few 
sparks so far.” A meeting Mon­ 
day at Beatrice followed similar 
sessions last week at Millard, 
Wayne and Bassett. 


“ I’m extremely pleased and, 
I’m happy to add, a little sur­ 
prised,” said Hugh Harlan, 
director of school management 


services. “ Were finding genuine 
willingness to compromise and 
very little resentment. People 
just want the straight answers, 
which we’re trying to provide.” 


The Beatrice session was es­ 
pecially low-key, with atten­ 
dance varying from 12 to 30 
during the day. An estimated 125 
persons, many of them Sandhills 
school board members, attended 
the Bassett meeting. 
Harlan said apprehension at 
Bassett “turned into such a 
spirit of cooperation that people 
were actually applauding by the 
end of the day.” 
At Beatrice, one stipulation 
prompting concern was that 75% 
of all courses offered in ap­ 
proved secondary schools must 


be taught by teachers endorsed 
in the subject matter. Voiced 
objections were not so much to 
the percentage, however, as to 
the required publishing of a list 
of unendorsed teachers. 
“I’m afraid of what the public 
reaction might be if it were 
printed that 25% of our teachers 
were in fields for which they 
didn’t have endorsements,” said 
one superintendent. 
Sparking little response at 
Beatrice was a requirement that 
every one-teacher elementary 
school have a library of at least 
300 books, records or similar 
resources. Harlan said this 
proposed change is evoking con­ 
siderable discussion elsewhere. 
Also questioned at some 


meetings was a requirement that 
all elementary schools of more 
than one teacher have one per­ 
son designated as a bead 
teacher. Of some concern is a 
proposal that every school board 
draw up a written statement of 
goals and objectives. 


Harlan stressed that the 
regulations are subject to revi­ 
sion and that an official hearing 
will be held by the State Board 
of Education in June or July. He 
also noted that a school would be 
permitted two deviations 
without penalty. 
Another 
hearing 
was 
scheduled Tuesday at Hastings. 
Others remaining are at North 
Platte, April 30; Alliance, May 
1; and Lincoln, May 6.

“Some days you suffocate in here, and on 
others you can catch pneumonia it’s so cold, 
said Zorinsky. 


The building has also sprung several leaKs. 


In a letter to J. D. Anderson, chairman of 
the Omaha-Douglas County Public Building 
Commission, Zorinsky asked that payments to 
the Hawkins Construction Co. be withheld un­ 
til the major deficiencies in the construction 
of the building are corrected. 


William Epstein, Hawkins vice president, 
said there are about 100,000 pipe connections 


in the building, and only about nine spots have 
leaked. 


“I think that’s pretty minor,” said Epstein. 


In addition, the battle still rages over who is 
at fault in cave-in of Farnam St. on the 
building’s west side. The collapse occurred 
about lVa years ago. 


Jerry Streight, project engineer for the Leo 
A. Daly Co., the architect for the building, said 
the heating and air conditioning problems are 
being caused mainly because the building has 
not been completed.

Freeman, 81, was honored at a 
recognition dinner Tuesday 
night as Nebraska’s Small 
Businessman of the Year for 
1975. The award is given by the 
federal Small Business Ad­ 
ministration. 
SBA district director Rick 
Budd explained that the award 
goes beyond business success in 
recognizing efficiency, relations 
with personnel and the public, 
and involvement in community 
and church affairs. 
Civic Activities 
Besides building York’s foun­ 
dry into a success through 
depression, recession and boom 
years. Freeman has served on 
the York City Council and the 
Nebraska Public Power District 
board of directors. He is a past 
president of the Associated In­ 
dustries of Nebraska. 
Freeman was instrumental in 
raising funds for the new York 
General Hospital. The physical 
education building at York 
College is named for him and 
Mrs. Freeman in recognition of 
their efforts in raising funds and 
contributing $50,000 towards its 
construction. 
Freeman, long active in 
church and civic affairs, is a past 
recipient of the Sertoma Service 
to Mankind Award.

businessmen as the ‘‘heart and 
soul of the free enterprise 
system.” and urged the applica­ 
tion of business principles to 
government spending. He 
deplored the largest tax cut in 
history at a time when budget 
deficits are bigger than ever. 
The “ spending binge,” he 
said, afflicts all levels of govern­ 
ment. He reminded the audience 
of more than 100 people that he 
has been telling the Legislature 
new spending programs built 
into the budget may never be 
removed.

Exon 
said; “You have to admit that 
communism has done the better 
job in holding down the inflation 
rate.” 
None Over There 
Unless something is done to 
control spending, he said, this 
country “may be starting a slow 
surrender to forces that none of 
us want to accept.” There are no 
small businessmen, “thriving, 
broke or otherwise,” in Russia 
or China, he declared. 


Freeman, manager of York 
Foundry since 1929 and owner 
since 1941, thanked his family 
for their support, particularly his 
son Don, who is now vice presi­ 
dent and general manager. 
And he praised the SBA for its 
support for small firms. “The 
small businessman does need 
help to stay alive,” he said.

City Council candidate Bob 
Jeambey said Tuesday that 
council members shouldn’t serve 
on any boards which conduct 
public business in private. 
Jeambey said the public needs 
to know what boards and com­ 
mittees are doing. 
“ There is a relationship 
between the public’s confidence 
in government and the openness 
with which government func­ 
tions.” 
He also said citizens should be 
able to participate in public 
meetings, in addition to just 
observing them. 
“This is the way I conducted 
the affairs of the Goals and 
Policies Committee and the 
Committee of Concerned 
People,” said Jeambey, who 
chaired those groups. 
Jeambey did not mention any 
specific committees which are 
failing to provide full public 
access now. However, council 
members who have served on 
the Lincoln General Hospital 
Board have been criticized since 
those same council represen­ 
tatives also serve on the 
hospital’s board of trustees, a 
group which conducts its 
meetings in private. 


The Lincoln Airport Authority 
will not spend about $3,000 to 
make the new airport terminal 
barrier-free for the handicapped, 
yet will spend the same amount 
on a June party to officially open 
the terminal, according to Don 
Geis, Airport Authority can­ 
didate. 
In a press conference Tuesday, 
Geis had handicapped persons 
demonstrate the difficulties 
they’ve had with structures in 
the terminal. These included 
heavy restroom doors a person 
in a wheelchair couldn’t open, 
recessed drinking fountains in­ 
accessible to the wheelchair and 
elevators a blind person couldn’t 
operate. 
Both Geis and Steve Slaikeu, 
coordinator of the League of 
Human Dignity, agreed the air­ 
port was in compliance, or near­ 
ly in compliance, with the law. 
Slaikeu maintained, however, 
that the authority assumes a 
handicapped person will have a 
traveling companion to take care 
of his needs. 


Jo Ann Maxey, candidate for 
the Lincoln Board of Education, 
said Tuesday “it is high time to 
give high priority” to 
cooperative efforts in joint use 
of services and facilities among 
local governmental units, in­ 
cluding the school board. 
“I applaud the steps already 
taken in the direction of 
cooperating with city govern­ 
ment and pledge to pursue such 
possibilities after I am elected,” 
said Mrs. Maxey, 35, of 2800 S. 
The joint city-school plan for a 
recreation center at Irving 
Junior High “is to be praised,” 
she said, adding “this kind of 
cooperation must spread to all 
parts of the city, particularly 
where there is a great need for 
public service areas.” 
Mrs. Maxey said the school 
board should ‘‘encourage 
creative use of the tax dollar 
through increased use of existing 
facilities,” and “ recreational 
cooperation is not the only 
possibility.” 
She said the board should also 
consider “using expensive and 
convenient school buildings for 
community health facilities 
where such do not now exist.” 
The school board “should not 
consider its autonomy a point of 
pride,” Mrs. Maxey said, “but a 
convenient tool to provide the 
best in educational opportunity. 
And that autonomy should be 
tempered with the spirit of 
cooperation, for the benefit of 
the entire community.”

Wall Supports 
Night Meetings 
For Ed Board 
Lincoln Board of Education 
candidate Milan Wall has 
pledged to continue the current 
board practice of holding 
periodic evening meetings in 
school buildings to give citizens 
every opportunity to attend. 
“Although evening meetings 
are not always well attended, it 
is important to provide the 
working people of this communi­ 
ty with the opportunity to at­ 
tend, so that they may be as well 
informed as they would like to 
be,” Wall said. 
“In fact, I hope that we might 
encourage more Lincolnites to 
take advantage of the evening 
meeting schedule.” 
The board now holds one 
evening meeting per month 
during the school year in school 
buildings throughout the city. 
Wall said that practice should 
continue through the summer 
months as well, with the evening 
meetings held in the central 
school administration building. 
Wall, now director of public 
affairs for an adult education 
project, also said he would be a 
strong advocate of open 
meetings of the board. “Closed 
meetings should be held only un­ 
der the stnctest limitations,” he 
said. 


“In times of high unemploy­ 
ment and inflation, Lincoln’s 
Board of Education has a special 
responsibility to insure tax 
dollars are spent wisely,” board 
candidate Oscar Sandberg said 
Tuesday. 
“Hard times not only affect 
our jobs and families, but the 
educative process,” said 
Sandberg, 37, of 2453 Sewell. He 
questioned whether the board 
should be concerned with more 
spending for “hardware, expen­ 
dable administration or 
educational materials.” 
Sandberg said, “Merchandise 
and services cost money at home 
and in tax dollars. To avoid 
sacrificing the fine quality our 
school system now enjoys, we 
must utilize our best talents” in 
spending tax dollars wisely. 
“ If elected to the school 
board” in the May 6 election, 
said Sandberg, a stockbroker, “I 
would give every school board 
decision I make a business con­ 
sideration. Quality education 
must be left to the mercy of the 
school board.” 


Bak er Sugges ts

Zoning Concept 


City Councilman Richard 
Baker said he wants to change 
Lincoln’s zoning laws so that a 
person requesting a zone change 
would be required to abide by 
the plans initially proposed for 
the property.

The concept, called “contract 
zoning,” is needed in Lincoln, 
Baker claimed, because the 
existing zoning classifications 
are too broad. 
Baker said zoning could be 
granted for a piece of land 
“where a quaint villa might be 
proposed and later, a large, all- 
night filling station is con­ 
structed.” 
Contrct zoning would avoid 
this, he claimed, because unless 
the land is developed within a 
specified period of time, it 
would revert to its original 
zoning classification. 
Baker, who is seeking re- 
election, said he has asked the 
city law department to review 
the legality of contract zoning in 
Nebraska.

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Counties Lack Power 
To Stop Noisy Trucks 


By BOB GUENTHER 


Star Staff Writer 


Counties cannot fine owners of 


noisy trucks under zoning 
regulations, the Justice Depart- 
ment said Tuesday. 


Instead, all violations of the 


state law limiting noise and 
smoke emissions from trucks 
can only be prosecuted by state 
and local officials under state 
law. 


Dan Drain, director of the 


State Department of En- 
vironmental Control (DEC), 
asked for the opinion, since this 
summer the state plans to dust 
off and begin enforcing the two- 
year-old noise and smoke law. 


Can't Prosecute 


Drain said the opinion con- 


firms his thoughts that counties 
cannot prosecute and fine 
operators of noisy trucks under 
their zoning codes. 


"We honestly think it's better 


this way," Drain said. "Then the 
problem can be approached un- 


iformly across, the state." 


Asst. Atty. Gen. Harold 


Mosher, the opinion's author, 
said counties can still adopt 
noise codes. However, he said 
the counties cannot make 
violations of the code a mis* 
demeanor punishable by a fine. 


Although both Mosher and 


Drain know of no county plan- 
ning to adopt a noise and smoke 
code, Mosher said such a code 
could be enforced through civil 
instead of criminal procedures. 


Taken To Court 


In other words, a repeated 


violator of a county code could 
be taken to court and prevented 
from operating his truck without 
proper noise and smoke con- 
trols. 


Mosher said 
criminal 


violations must be spelled out in 
laws adopted by the Legislature; 
counties through adopting rules 
and regulations cannot make an 
act criminal.

Thought Unenforceable 


Until recently the law had 


been considered unworkable for 
manpower reasons.

officials decided to try to enforce 
the law first. 


Drain said two DEC staff 


members are being trained in 
the techniques for measuring 
noise and smoke pollution and 
should be out on the highways be 
July checking trucks. Notices 
will be served advising truck 
owners to repair noisy or 
smoking trucks.

The law provides for a $10-$25

Protein and vitamins aren't all 


they are beefed up to be, 
Nebraska doctors were told 
Tuesday. 


A symposium on fat provided 


the forum for facts, fads and fan- 
cies on the subject on the third 
day of the Nebraska Medical 
Association annual session in 
Lincoln. 


Daniel F. Hanley, former all- 


American and senior physician 
for all U.S. Olympic teams, 
placed protein last of the six 
basic foods important in the diet 
of adult athletes. 


Burning As Much 


"Sitting here now you are bur- 


ning up as much protein as you 
would running around a track," 
he told his physician audience. 


Vitamins fared only slightly 


better, making fourth place on 
Dr. Henley's list. 


Water is in the top spot, as Dr. 


Henley stressed the 70% water 
make-up of a normal adult 
athlete. 


Carbohydrates are second in 


importance and should compose 
45-60% of the diet. Fat, in third 
place, should be 30-35% of the 
diet, with protein composition 
only 10-20%. 


Vitamins 'Religion' 


Vitamins are becoming a 


"religion, a new credo in 
America," Dr. Hanley said. 


He said he is often asked by 


coaches and athletes alike if he 
"believes" in one vitamin or 
another. Dr. Hanley expressed 
his disapproval of the number of 


vitamins, steroids, pills and in- 
jections some athletes take to 
stay in shape. 


Excessive protein consump- 


tion is a potentially dangerous 
practice, believes Dr. Ralph 
Nelson, chairman df the Mayo 
Clinc department of nutrition. 


It is Dr. Delson's opinion that 


women live longer than men 
because they don't eat so much 
protein. 


4Mb in World 


"The American male is about 


40th in the world as far as death 
rates are concerned," Dr. 
Nelson said. 


Animal experiments, he 


noted, show reduced protein in- 
take relate to prolonged life 
spans. 


Controlled low protein diets, 


he believes, are one of the 
greatest contributions to clinical 
medicine. 


"Here in the middle of cattle 


country I'm not talking against 
meat. Just eat what's 
recommended Don't go over- 
board," he advised. 


Big Doses Nixed 


Dr. Nelson also spoke out 


against excess doses of vitamins, 
many of which can be toxic for 
humans in large quantities. 


He disapproves of a current 


congressional proposal to take 
Food and Drug Administration 
regulations off vitamins sold 
over the counter.

Beatrice — The first updating 


in 10 years of regulations for ap- 
proved schools apparently is not 
generating the controversy that 
had been anticipated. 


Halfway through eight area 


meetings to discuss the 
proposals, the State Education 
Dept. official in charge says 
there have been "very few 
sparks so far." A meeting Mon- 
day at Beatrice followed similar 
sessions last week at Millard, 
Wayne and Bassett. 


"I'm extremely pleased and, 


I'm happy to add, a little sur- 
prised," said Hugh Harlan, 
director of school management 


services. "We're finding genuine 
willingness to compromise and 
very little resentment. People 
just want the straight answers, 
which we're trying to provide." 


The Beatrice session was es- 


pecially low-key, with atten- 
dance varying from 12 to 30 
during the day. An estimated 125 
persons, many of them Sandhills 
school board members, attended 
the Bassett meeting. 


Harlan said apprehension at 


Bassett "turned into such a 
spirit of cooperation that people 
were actually applauding by the 
end of the day." 


At Beatrice, one stipulation 


prompting concern was that 75% 
of all courses offered in ap- 
proved secondary schools must 


be taught by teachers endorsed 
in the subject matter. Voiced 
objections were not so much to 
the percentage, however, as to 
the required publishing of a list 
of unendorsed teachers. 


"I'm afraid of what the public 


reaction might be if it were 
printed that 25% of our teachers 
were in fields for which they 
didn't have endorsements," said 
one superintendent. 


Sparking little response at 


Beatrice was a requirement that 
every one-teacher elementary 
school have a library of at least 
300 books, records or similar 
resources. Harlan said this 
proposed change is evoking con- 
siderable discussion elsewhere. 


Also questioned at some 


meetings was a requirement that 
all elementary schools of more 
than one teacher have one per- 
son designated as a head 
teacher. Of some concern is a 
proposal that every school board 
draw up a written statement of 
goals and objectives. 


Harlan stressed that the 


regulations are subject to revi- 
sion and that an official hearing 
will be held by the State Boaru 
of Education in June or July. He 
also noted that a school would be 
permitted two deviations 
without penalty. 


Another hearing was 


scheduled Tuesday at Hastings. 
Others remaining are at North 
Platte, April 30; Alliance, May 
1, and Lincoln, May 6.

Problems Beset Civic Center 


Omaha (AP) — Mayor Edward Zorinsky is 


upset about the continuing problems in the 
new Omaha-Douglas County Civic Center, and 
has asked that a $300,000 payment to one con- 
tractor be withheld. 


"Some days you suffocate in here, and on 


others you can catch pneumonia it's so cold, 
said Zorinsky. 


The building has also sprung several leaxs. 


In a letter to J. D. Anderson, chairman of 


the Omaha-Douglas County Public Building 
Commission, Zorinsky asked that payments to 
the Hawkins Construction Co. be withheld un- 
til the major deficiencies in the construction 
of the building are corrected. 


William Epstein, Hawkins vice president, 


said there are about 100,000 pipe connections 


in the building, and only about nine spots have 
leaked. 


"I think that's pretty minor," said Epstein. 


In addition, the battle still rages over who is 


at fault in cave-in of Farnam St. on the 
building's west side. The collapse occurred 
about IVz years ago. 


Jerry Streight, project engineer for the Leo 


A. Daly Co., the architect for the building, said 
the heating and air conditioning problems are 
being caused mainly because the building has 
not been completed. 


Workmen continue to labor in the lower por- 


tions of the building, and the county office are 
not expected to move in for another week. 
City offices moved in last month. 


was informal, and called to see 
what Hastings officials think of 
the proposal. A similar meeting 
will be held in McCook next 
week, and formal replies are 
being asked for by July 1. 


Miller said an initial feasibil- 


ity study has bf*n conducted by 
DeHavilland Aircraft of Canada. 
The preliminary proposal calls 
for the use of two DeHavilland 
Twin Otters, such as are now 
used by Frontier in the Panhan- 
dle. 


The DeHavilland study in- 


dicates an average load of 8.7 
passengers each way for the air- 
line to break even, Miller said.

businessman to another, Gov. J.

board of directors. He is a past 
president of the Associated In- 
dustries of Nebraska. 


Freeman was instrumental in 


raising funds for the new York 
General Hospital. The physical 
education building at York 
College is named for him and 
Mrs. Freeman in recognition of 
their efforts in raising funds and 
contributing $50,000 towards its 
construction. 


Freeman, long active in 


church and civic affairs, is a past 
recipient ot the Sertoma Service 
to Mankind Award. 


Exon 
praised 
small 


businessmen as the "heart and 
soul of the free enterprise 
system," and urged the applica- 
tion of business principles to 
government spending. He 
deplored the largest tax cut in 
history at a time when budget 
deficits are bigger than ever. 


The "spending binge," he 


said, afflicts all levels of govern- 
ment. He reminded the audience 
of more than 100 people that he 
has been telling the Legislature 
new spending programs built 
into the budget may never be 
removed.
